All measures adopted up to 
now have tailed to suppress the numerous bands, consisting of 
determined young Serbs and Jews, and the authorities have now 
begun to offer rewards for the capture, dead or alive, of any 
Serb ore Jewish guerrilla fighter. But the population is not 
responsive. On the contrary, the vast majority of Serbs help 
and shield the guerrilla fighters, who are regarded as national

Iwo hundred more Jews have been arrested in Bucharest on 
charges of anti-Nazi and pro-Ally activities. They are being 
sent to concentration camps. 

According to Berlin reports, Antonescu, the Rumanian 
Premier, has ordered that for every act of sabotage attributed 
by the authorities to “ Communists.”

In peace time London could afford the luxury of four 
parallel bodies dealing with Jewish education: the Central 
Committee for Jewish Education, the Jewish Religious

Classes, and the Talmud Torah Trust. Among them thes 
provided religious instruction for some 10.000) Jewish 
children of school age. that'is about halt the Jewish child 
population in the capital 

During the four months before the actual declaration of 
war these bodies got together and prepared a list of schools 
attended by these children Ihe list ran mto more than 
SOO, even when those had less than five 
Jewish children were ignored 

that list formed the basis of the Committee’s. work 
Iwo years ago next week the great evacuation began. The 
children were evacuated as schools, and the schools made 
no distinction between Talmud Torah child and Svnagogue 
or Hebrew class child. As was to be expected also. it made 
no distinction between Jewish and Gentile child. And 
because the schools did not differentiate. it was obvious 
that the separate Jewish organisations could no longer 
function independently. In those first weeks of the war it 
was difficult enough to find out the whereabouts of the 
children and to provide them with a minimum of Jewish 
amenities.

PALESTINE VICTORY CAMPAIGN 


Jewish Workers’ Response 
£50 FROM HABONIM HOSTELS 


The Palestine Victory Campaign has reached a figure to 
date exceeding £78,000. 

The latest towns to arrange Palestine Victory luncheons are 
Glasgow, on September 3, Liverpool, on September 5, and 
Leeds, on September 10. 

The People’s Department of the Jewish National Fund for 
the campaign reports steady progress. Many factory mectings 
are being arranged at which representatives of the Jewish 
Workers’ Central Committee are to address the workers. At 
the factory of C. L. McCarthy, in the East End, all Jewish 
and Gentile workers assembled last Thursday to hear an address 
by Mr. N. Jackson, of the Palestine Labour Committee. A 
large committee of workers was formed, who will organise the 
campaign among their fellows. 

In Leeds a meeting of representatives of Poale Zion and of 
youth and other organisations was held on Sunday. Mr. 
Bernard Burton presided, and a committee representing all 
organisations was elected, with Mr. J. Barrett as Chairman and 
Mr. Weinrib as Hon. Secretary. It is intendéd to invite on to 
the committee representatives of the trade unions and Jewish 
shop stewards from the various industries, 

A committee in Manchester has been set up under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Hyman Weinberg. A meeting with the trade 
union council of the mantle and garment trade and the water- 
proof trade was addressed by Dr. Dov Bicgun, who outlined 
the importance of the campaign. It was decided to arrange 
meetings in all important factories in Manchester. 

A Jewish Labour Conference is to be held at the Caxton Hall, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1, on September 14 to enlist the 
help of Jewish workers in this country for the Labour Move- 
ment in Palestine, and to discuss what immediate steps can be 
taken to secure land in Palestine for the Jewsh. workers. The 
speakers. will include Mr. David Ben Gurion and Mr. Berl 
Locker. Delegates have already been nominated trom various 
factories and workshops, and Jewish workers are asked to clect 
representatives and to get in touch with the J.N.F. People’s 
Department, 65, Southampton Row, W.C.1.

BRINGING UP THE JEWISH CHILD 
Educational Reorientation Urged 


The Propaganda Commitice of the Federation. of Women 
Zionists organised their fourth central eathering of this vear, 
on Thursday in last week at the Anglo-Palestiman Club. The 
members met for a tea and they were addressed on “ Child 
upbringing under present conditions,” by “Miss Barbara Low 
and Mr. Zwi Vardy 

Mrs. Tina Bloch presided. Many of them wondered, she said, 
when they observed in their young people a lack of interest 
m matters relating to Palestine, just where their education 
had been at fault 

Miss Low spoke on the psychological aspect of child upbring- 
ine. She said that the Jewish child who was evacuated was 
liable to fecl even greater bitterness at the humiliation of lost 
love which many children associated with such experiences, 
because of the closer ties of family life which obtained among 
Jews. Beautiful as those ties were, they could become a burden 
to the child, and the Jewrsh child was often far more dependent 
than the non-Jewish child... He was also more self-immportant. 
and his parents’ tendency to fuss and to exhibit too ereat 
anxiety on his behalf made him atiach too much importance 
to all his minor. troubles Jewish parents had to learn to 
loosen the bonds of their love for their children, and to triumph 
over their own anxictices, as had been done so valiantly and 
nobly by Jewish parents in the Jewish colonies in Palestine. 

As regards anti-Semitism, Miss Low said that their only way 
to cope with an evil which they must recognise as inevitable 
where practically every child was concerned was to give the 
Jewish child a path to tread and the fortification of knowledge 
about his national and religious heritage. 

r. Vardy said that Jewish education in this country had 
failed because it had not been based upon realities. lt must 
take into account the social and economic, as well as the 
cultural, needs of Jewish chiklren. Jewish education in England 
had confined itself exclusively to religion. The remedy lav in 
the restoration as a background of Jewish education of some 
of that rich heritage which had inspired the Jews of former ages. 
The whole system of Jewish education must be Palestine- 
centred, and it must be devised in direct connection with the 
social and economic status of the Jewish child. The speaker 
described the Habonim hostels in Devonshire as laboratories 
of the future, where an entirely new type of Anglo-Jewish child 
was being developed. whose bright cyes and eager energy were 
proof of his mental, moral, and spiritual well-being. _

Contributed 


THE GREAT “ BALFOUR DECLARATION ” 
BETRAYAL 


From Mr. DAVID COHEN 


. To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir.—Professor Bentwich is distitrbed at the critical attitude 
of American Zionists to the British Government on the tssues 
of the Jewish Army-and Mr. Eden’s speech. He thinks there 
are good reasons why the Government has not met the Jewish 
demand for an army and equally “ good reasons" why it should 
say nothing about the future of Palestine at present. This is 
not the time for “ raking up grievances.” 

Ihe Jews are quite bored and not a little exasperated at that 
line of argument. Excuses for events that are part and parcel 
of the thrice-condemned and futile policy Of appeasement come 
readily from men of the calibre of Mr. Malcolm MacDonald. 
But we hoped to be spared the painful spectacle of Professor 
Bentwich emulating the nauseating, pained innocence of smart 
political cheapjacks who are habitually dismayed should the 
Jews attempt to defend their interests. He may be doing this 
unwittingly, but it is right he be told. 

if Professor Bentwich sees fit to act as apologist for the 
stupidities, insincerities, and craven misdeeds of the Colonial 
and Foreign Offices, not to say the Palestine Administration, I 
suggest he begins, say, only as recently as 1938. (It would be 
ungencrous to consider an earlier date.) Would he care to 
defend—as logically he must—the refusal of the then British 
Government to allow entry of 10,000 German Jewish children 
into Palestine, the connivance by that Government at ensuring 
a solid pro-Mufti block at the Palestine Conferences (with the 
inevitable and serious result), the Palestine White Paper itself, 
the enactment of the policy contained therein despite its 
illegality, the granting of 300 certifigies to non-Jews (in 
October, 1939) for entry into Palestine, while at the same 
time refusing the Jews a single certificate, the "Land Transfers 
Regulations of February, 1940, the refusal to land refugees trom 
the S.S. Patria, the shipping of a boatload of other refugees 
to Mauritius, and the withholding of immigration schedules 
from October, 1940, to June, 1941? 

All these things are. links in the wretched appeasement chain, 
‘as Professor BentWich and all acquainted with Middle Eastern 
affairs must fully recognise. Who can pretend that the under- 
lying, fundamental reasons for the absence of a Jewrsh Army 
and of any mention of Palestine from Mr. Fden’s speech are 
not bound up with the appeasement mentality? 

if the above list is too awkward to explain away, even for 
Professor Bentwich's forensic skill, 1 recommend him to tackle 
the latest shabby episode in this sorry business: the Foreign 
Office-Colonial Office view of how they would like the position 
to be in Palestine, as reflected in the Ministry of Information 
Travelling Exhibition of the Middle East 

The American Zionists should be commended, not condemned, 
for their critical outlook. In the long run their frank, out- 
spoken candour will do the Jews—-and Bruiain—more good than 
will the timorous silence of those who attempt to conceal the 
ugly truth.

THE “DEATH SQUAD” 
Palestinian Guerrillas in Abyssinia 


A delayed message from our Jerusalem correspondent gives 


details. as related to the Tel-Aviv Hebrew daily, Davar, by a 
Jewish soldier who returned on leave from Abyssinia, of 300 
Palestinians in the so-called “Death Squad” which has been 
operating in that country. = a 

The squad consisted of volunteers who joined the British 
Army in Palestine at the outset of the war. Many were 
refugees who, after having spent weeks in travelling m a small 
vessel on the high seas, managed to reach that country. With 
their release from internment, they offered to join the Colours. 
They saw service in Flanders and France, and then were 
evacuated from Dunkirk and St. Malo. Later they came out 
East again to the Western Desert. They were among the first 
to enter Bardia, during the first British attack last December, 
destroyed enemy positions, and returned -to their advance 
formations without loss. 

The gallantry of these men became known throughout the 
Imperial Forces in North Africa. When operations began in 
Eritrea and Abyssinia, they volunteered for service there, and 
night after night, under a_ British officer, penetrated and 
demolished enemy fortifications, bringing back important 
information. During the seven-weeks’ battle for Keren, they 
lost only four men, two Jews and two Arabs, although they 
were in the forefront of the severe fighting. 

These tough and seasoned Palestinian warriors, Jews and 
Arabs, became experts in guerrilla warfare under conditions 
requiring fortitude and skill, and they stood up to the burning 
African sun amazingly well. 


TO INCREASE JEWISH ENLISTMENT 
Vaad Leumi to Co~voke Yishuv Rally 


Following a discussion of the Palestinian situation and the 
Jewish part in the war effort, a full meeting of the Vaad Leumi 
(Jewish National Council of Palestine) in Jerusalem has decided 
to convoke at the earliest possible opportunity a great rally of 
the Jewish Community in Palestine to increase Jewish enlist- 
ment. and also to start a drive to ensure the welfare of the 
families of Jewish soldiers.

HOPE IN THE NEW STATESMANSHIP 
Solving the Post-War Jewish Problem 


Professor Selig Brodetsky, in the third of the. series of: 
lectures arranged by the Zionist Federaton at the Joseph Freed- 
man Hall of the Golders Green Synagogue, spoke on Tuesday 
evening of the post-war Jewish problem. Mr. Maurice Cohen 
was in the cham 

Jews, said Prof. Brodetsky, with their separate culture, 
unstable cconomic existence, In a minority everywhere, were 
absolutely and entirely dependent on the telerance, goodwill, 
and generosity of those amonyst whom they lived. The way 
to change this undesirable state of affairs was to give Jews a 
majority somewhere—and what better place than their own 
historically recognised National Home? Palestine should have 
a mayority of Jews, living under their own Government, advan- 
cing their own culture and civilisation, developing their own 
sound economic lite, and generally practising a truly national 
existence on a tooting of complete independence. That did 
not mean-——and he could not stress this point too much and too 
often—that in Jewish Palestine there should be the very slightest 
injustice to others. Jews wished that the same freedom to live 
in peace and tranquillity that had been their own hope for 
thousands of years would be enjoyed by all with whom they 
lived. And in referring to a Jewish Palestine he said that the 
one thing that was totally undesirable was anything akin to 
Jewish totalitarianism, although it could be said that, in many 
respects, there was a little too much freedom in Jewish Palestine 
for the various parties to carry out their various policies in 
their various ways. 

As for the Arabs, nobody, he said, questioned the promises 
made recently to them. The Arabs, like the Jews. were entitled 
to their freedom and independence. This seemed the beginning 
of the old deadlock and indeed that would be so if there were 
not forthcoming, as the logical outcome of the terms of the 
Atlantic Charter, an entirely new kind of statesmanship. The 
enormous share taken by Palestine’s Jews in the war effort 
now entitled them, after the war was over, to something more 
that the status of a tolerated minority. Further, they would 
demand it. 

That great act of world statesmanship to which he looked 
forward and which, he felt sure, would be forthcoming, would, 
he said, remove at one stroke all the sufferings ot Jews the 
world over and produce such a stabilisation in Palestine and 
the Middle East generally that the position of the British Empire 
would be safeguarded for all time while giving happiness to 
the nations that would live in co-operation with it. That was 
the only way to solve the post-war Jewish poblem within the 
meaning of the Roosevelt-Churchill Atlantic Charter—a_ free 
Jewish nation on its own soil, living and working in the closest 
harmony with Britain and the Arabs. 
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J.N.F. LAND ACQUISITIONS 


Further Transfers Made 


During July a further 8,500 dunams of purchased land were 
transferred to the Jewish National Fund, making a total acquired 
since October, 1940, of 29,770 dunams. The land acquired 
includes 5,500 dunams situated in the Eastern Emek, between 
Ain Harod and Kfar Tabor. The new area is adjacent to the 
American B'nai B'rith settlement. 

Other purchases were made in the Beisan Valicy with a view 
to establishing a new settlement, and to expand the existing 
settlement of Hulda. Another site acquired was for the 
“WNachlath Herzog" Quarter, about to be established in the 
Jerusalem district, for which special funds have been raised by 
American Jews. 

Figures issued by the head office of the Jewish National Fund 
in Jerusalem show that the sum invested by the Fund in 
agricultural labour settlements in Palestine during the year 1940 
amounted to £2,000,000. This amount constitutes an increase 
of 19 per cent. over that expended in 1939 for this purpose. 

The increased expenditure of the Jewish National Fund in this 
field is largely due to expanded cultivation-in the settlements, 
with a view to increasing food supplies for the country so as 
to meet war-time conditions. 

Sheep-breeding is assuming increasing importance in the 
Jewish agricultural economy of. Palestine. It has been 
encouraged in recent years by the acquisition by the Keren 
Kayemet of suitable pasture land in Galilee, and it has proved 
a substantial factor in stimulating textile production, particularly 
in the villages. 

While in 1939 seventy settlements maintained 12,500 head of 


sheep, the figure has now been increased to 25,000 head. Ninety 
per cent. of all Jewish flocks are pastured on Keren Kayemet .

The Polish Committee of the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem, 
reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, has proclaimed 
September 1 as “ Polish Jewry’s Day,” and has called upon 
Jewry in the Diaspora to conduct appropriate ceremonies on 
that date. : 

On the evening before there will be a special broadcast by 
the Palestine Broadcasting Society to mark the opening of the 
celebrations, when Mr. I. Gruenbaum, of the Jewish Agency 
Executive, will speak on Polish Jewry. Meetings will be held 
on the same evening all over Palestine. On Saturday, August 
30, special prayers will be offered in synagogues throughout 
the country. 

A, performance of * Michal, Daughter of Saul,’ has been 
iven in Jerusalem by the Habimah players especially for 
olish refugees and Australian troops. A number of Polish 
notables attended the performance, including the former 
Polish Premier, M. Jendrzejewicz. After the performance. M. 
Jendrzejyewicz said that many Poles had previously been 
unacquainted with the Jewish spirit and Jewish achievements.

GENERAL AUCHINLECK IS 
SURPRISED 


Things He Did Not. Know About Palestine 
BUT MR. LYTTELTON KNEW 


General Auchinleck, Commander-in-Chief of the British 
Forces in the Middle East, after inspecting the Palestine 
Industrial Exhibition in Cairo (whose opening was reported 
in last week’s JEwitsu CHRONICLE), said: “It is surprising! 
These are the@gs about which | knew nothing. It is an 
impressive discovery.”” To which Mr. Oliver Lyttelton, 
member of the British War Cabinet in the Middle East, 
who was also present at the opening, replied: “It is not 
new to me; but it is very good and very useful to the war 
effort.” 

Three hundred and sixty exhibitors from Palestine are repre- 
sented. They include the Hebrew University and the. institutions 
connected with it, the Hadassah Organisation and its widespread 
health machinery, many Kibbutzim, and all the important 
Jewish and Arab factories in the country. 

The exhibition has generally been hailed by the Palestinian 

ress as a striking demonstration of the industrial capacity of 
the country, and especially of the Jewish achievements in the 
building up of Palestine. 

M. Sirry Pasha, the Prime Minister of Egypt. speaking of the 
exhibition to representatives of the Palestinian Press. said: 
“You have created a tremendous industry in Palestine. We 
Shall learn from your experience.” : 

At the opening, besides the Jewish representative invited 
by the Palestine Government, Amin Bey and Abdul Hadi 
attended on behalf of the Supreme Moslem Council.

But do we consider that the 
latter deny our Lord's deity and that the former are still party 
to His crucifixion?—E, A. Gurney-Smith, Birnam, Sevenoaks.”’ 

In the course of a reply, Mr. Mark Goldstein, of Sea View 
Hotel, Combe Martin, wrote: “It is deplorable that at this 
time of day the Crucifixion should still be laid at the door of 
the Jews, seeing that for nigh 2,000 years numerous barbarous 
pogroms have been ‘ justified’ in its name. And to-day Jews

New Ghettoes 


A BONFIRE IN KAUNAS 


The Nazis have decided to intern 250,000 Jews living in 
the Bialystok district in a huge ghetto to be created similar 
to that in Warsaw, In the first place, about 50,000 Jews 
will be placed in the ghetto to form a nucleus, and gradually 
the rest of the Jews in the district will be moved in. 

The German Commandant of Bialystok has informed the 
Jewish communal leaders that owing to frequent acts of 
sabotage which he alleges to be mainly the work of Jews, the 
Jewish Community will be held responsible for all acts that 
hinder the German war effort. If the Jews wish to escape the 
serious reprisals in store for them, he added, they must. arrange 
to help the German troops to guard the rallweys, bridges, 
tunnels, and roads. 

in Lithuania, the Nazi invaders organised pogroms, in the 
course of which many Jews were killed. The Jews of Kaunas 
(Kovno), the capital, now numbering some 20,000, were ordered 
to transfer to the new ghetto in the Slobodka suburb, within 
four days. Many thousands of Jews are being drafted into 
forced labour units and compelled to repair roads, bridges, 
oad eat damaged during the fighting or by the guerrilla

One of the first acts of the new Nazi Commissioner of 
Lithuania, the notorious Heinrich Lohse, was to order the 
| om burning of a large number of books from the famous 

braham Mapu Jewish library, in Kaunas. The “ ceremony ”’ 
took place in the presence of high German officials, while a 
German military band played merrily and Nazis danced round 
the bonfire. A typical order by Lohse forbids Kaunas Jews to 
walk on the pavements. Instead, they must walk along the 
gutter in single file. They are also forbidden to enter parks, 
tram-cars, and buses 

Many Jewish workers, including women, have been shot by 
the Nazis in Lublin. Brest-Litovsk. and Minsk on charges of 
assisting the Russian troops. The Nazis boast that hundreds 
of Jewish guerrilla fighters have been shot dead in the Mansk 
district. Jewish internees in the new concentration camp 
opened in Jaslo, Galicia, are, it is reported, flogged almost 
daily. Many have died. In Bialystok (says Moscow) the Nazis 
drove 300 Jews into a Symagoguc, and later set it on fire.

THEY CLAMOUR FOR JEWISH DOCTORS 
Slovaks Comb Concentration Camps 


More news of the frantic efforts of the Axis to secure medical 
aid for the army of war-wounded comes from Slovakia, where 
available personnel can no longer cope with the situation. 

In an effort to find some remedy, the Slovak authorities sent 
cars racing to the Jewish internment camps and forced labour 
battalions to bring to their aid not only Jewish doctors, but also 
male riurses, and even anyone who had at any time studied 
medicine or had anything to do with the medical profession. 


THE MILCH COW 
Jews Pay For Nazi War 


In order to finance its adventurers’ war against Russia the 
Hungarian Government is looking for new sources of taxation. 
This is proving no easy task for the Ministry of Finance, as 
the country’s economic position is deplorable. The Jews, as 
usual, are the sufferers under the new taxation schemes, and a 
special war tax has been imposed on Jewish houses, businesses, 
and bank deposits. The pro-Nazi Press cynically comments 
that as Jews are excluded. from the armed forces, they must at 
least make heavy financial sacrifices for the country. 

A special property tax is being levied on the Jews of Sofia, 
the Bulgarian capital. By it, the Jews will lose a quarter of 
their property.

Spies That Pounce. in the Night 


Many raids on Jewish homes~in Germany have been 
carried out by police and Nazi party officials during the 
past fortnight. The raids are intended to check up on 
Jewish compliance with the war-time curfew and other 
restrictjons, and to ensure that they are taking their allotted 
part in forced labour service. / 

They are carried out usually at night, when Jews must be 
home by nine o'clock on pain of imprisonment. The 
usual precedure is to require all members of the family 
to answer a long list of questions. The apartments are then 
searched for radio sets and other forbidden articles. 

Jews in the Reich are forbidden to purchase vegetables, fruit, 
milk, sweets, and tobacco, and are subjected to severe penalties 
‘if any of these are found in their possession. Investigating 
officers even search kitchen utensils for evidence of the for- 
bidden foods. One Jewess was sent to prison because mvesti- 
gators found three sweets given to her children by an “Aryan” 
neighbour. A shopkeeper was sent to prison for having sold 
a Jewish mother a litre of milk. : 

The chief reason for the raids is apparently the question of 

. labour service. Jews are “ grilled’ about their labour status, 
and are obliged to produce evidence that they are serving or 
that they are exempt. Jews between the ages of 18 and 46 are 
now not permitied to emigrate, and there have even been cases 
of women employed in forced labour who have actually 
received visas, but have not been permitied to leave the country 
unless they can provide substitute workers. 

Conditions of service in the labour battalions are severe, and 
the men suffer from insufficient food and lack of medical atten- 
tion. Dr. Brasch, one of the leaders of the “ Kultur Bund,” is 
said to have been injured while doing heavy work, and to have 
died from septic poisoning because he was unable to obtain 
medical aid soon enough after the accident. 

Although extra rations are allotted for “ Aryans” engaged 
on heavy work, none is supplied for Jews doing the same work. 
Jewish workers are segregated from “ Aryans,” and their pay 
is &a mere pittance: a skilled chemist taken for forced labour was 
obliged to work 12 hours a day at a dangerous job requiring 
the constant wearing of a gas mask, and for this he was paid 
only 18 marks a week. (Just before the war the quoted exchange 
value of the mark was about 12 to the £.) 

Ihe curfew is strictly enforced against Jews, and no excuses 
for absence from home are accepted. A Jewish woman who 
spent the night at her mother’s home was sent to prison. During 
air raids Jews are permitted to leave their apartments, but they 
mes take refuge only in shelters in the buildings in which they 
ive. 


THE “ TOLERANT ” NAZIS 


The propaganda machine of Dr. Goebbels has been vaunting 
the “tolerance of the Nazi Government towards the Jewish 
region. A recent statement, apparently intended to serve as 
a densl of assertions made abroad that religious freedom had 
been suppressed in Nazi Germany, declared that the Jewish 
religion was toleratetl by the German Government despite its 
antagonism towards the Jews and Judaism. Ihe statement 
declared that in the ghettoes in Poland Saturday had been 
recognised as the day of rest, and that the Jewish communitics 
had been empowered to punish persons for violating it 

The Nazis forgot to mention the burning of the synagogues, 
the prohibition of Shechita, and the employment of Jewish

“Take Your Place in the Fight” 
VENGEANCE AGAINST NAZI GANGSTERS 


“Not one Jew throughout the whole world must be 
outside this struggle,” said the Moscow radio last Sunday, 
giving an account of a great Jewish meeting held in Moscow 
the same day, when an appeal Was made to the Jews of the 
world, and especially to the Jews of Great Britain and the 
United States, to give their utmost help in the war against 
Nazism. 

“It is impossible,’ said the broadcast, “to find a single 
period in history in which there has been such murdering of 
mankind, and especially of the Jews, by the Fascists. High- 
ways and roads are strewn with the graves of tortured and 
butchered peaceful citizens.” Hitlerism had outhned a gang- 
ster programme for the complete extermination of the Jews. 
In Poland alone the Hitlerites had “ croelly tortured and 
massacred over three million Poles and Jewss They have out- 
raged daughters before their parents’ eyes and split open the 
heads of children before their mothers. Those who have 
remained alive have been obliged to sce their daughters forced 
into military brothels and their sons sterilised.” 

“ The blood of the Jews tortured to death in the burned 
Synagogues. of Rotterdam calls aloud to the whole world,” 
the appeal proclaimed, “as do the thousands ol nameless 
graves in the cities and towns of Poland in which. the Fascist 
monsters have buried their victims alive. 

“ On the fertile fields of the Soviet Union,” says the broad- 
cast, “the Jewish tiller of the soil took his place behind the 
wheels of the tractors. Jews took their place at the benches 
and factories and mills. The doors of the universities were 
open to the Jews: they entered the army, went into the mines, 
entered the laboratories. The Jewish people tound a place 
for themselves in the great family of the peoples of the U.S.S.R. 


Red Army's Jewish Heroes 


“In the battles against Hitlerism,” it went on, “ the Red 
Army is bringing torth heroes, and in the lists of these glorious 
men we read with pride the names of Jews who have gone 
forth to defend human culture against the Fascist barbarians. 
It is with pride that we see their names among those who are 
fighting in the air, on the sea and on land. It is with a feeling 


of profound admiration that we come across their names among 


the guerrilla tighters. 

Jews in the occupied countries were particularly called upon 
to do everything im ther power to disrupt the cconomic 
resources of the Fascists. “ Penetrate into ther most vital 
branches of the death-dealing industries and paralyse them at 
all costs. Boycott their products everywhere. Act with the 
noble self-sacrifice of the indomitable guerrilla fighters. Not 
a single Jew must ‘die without vengeance agaimst the Fascist 
hangmen for the shedding of innocent blood. As long as 
Fascism exists mankind ts in peril, and the clarion call gocs 
out to you for vengeance and for their extinction.” 

Among the supporters of the appeal were Professor Mikocls, 
People’s Artist of the U.S.S.R Yacob Fliere, pianist; Emil 
Hillels, pianist: V. lofan, member of the Academy of Ajychi- 
tecture; Rabinovitch, artist; Sergei Eisenstein, film-producer ; 
S.. Marshak, writer: Hlya Ebhrenburg, writer; Professer D. 
Oistrakh, violinist; D. Zaslavsky, journalist: Theodor Ptivier, 
German author; P. Kapitza, member of -the Academy of 
Sciences; and many other leading personalities. 


“Cease to be Victims ” 


At the meeting before the broadcast, impressive speeches 
in Russian and Yiddish were given by a number of prominent 
Jews. 

Calling on Jews of all classes in all countries to unite in 
the struggle against Hitlerism, David Bergelson said that the 
Nazis were determined to make the Jewish nation disappear ; 
but the Jews, he added, were resolved to live and not to die. 

Declaring that the Russian people had never been anti- 
Semitic, Ilya Ehrenberg said that it was not the people who 
had been guilty of the pogroms under the Tsars, which had been 
arranged by the Tsarist police and hooligans. Once they had 
won their freedom, the Russian people had _ forgotten -the 
pogroms as il they had been a nightmare, and now a gencration 
had grown up that did not know the meaning of the word, 
“ pogrom.” He warned hi; hearers that there was no ocean 
behind which one could feel safe, and urged Jews overseas 
io listen to “the guns of Gomel and to the voice of the 
Russian Jewish women murdered at Berditchev.” 

Professor Solomon Mihailovitch urged Jews to cease being 
only victims, and appealed to Jewish mothers even if they had 
only ome son, to send hin to battle against the “ Brown 
darkness.” 

Sergei Eisenstein called on Jews in all the occupied countries 
to be equal to their historic task. 


SOVIET RELEASES 
PRISONERS 


Messrs. Ehrlich and Alter. the well-known leaders of the

They are included in a list. of 
released Poles received by the Polish Government this 
week. 


The Soviet Ambassador in London has cabled to"Moscow a 
full list of Polish Rabbis on whose behalf requests for release 
and exit permits have been made. Mr. A. Goodman, 
Political Secretary of the Agudist World Organisation, has 
received notification to this affect from the Soviet Embassy. 

The newly appoimted Polish Ambassador to Moscow, Prof. S. 
Kot, last week received Dr. 1. Schwarzbart, the Jewish member 
of the Polish National Council, and Mr. Rubin Merkin. Chair- 
man of the Council of Polish Jews in Great Britain, who sub- 
mitted to. him a number of requests concerning social welfare 
work for Polish Jews in Soviet Russia They also requested 
the inclusion of representatives of Polish Jewry in the staff 
of Polish offices in Russia, and particularly in the Committee 
for Social Welfare. 

While expressing full appreciation of the attitude of the 
Polish Government, which was extending help and assistance 
to all citizens irrespective of creed or nationality, the visitors 
pomted out that contact between the Representation of Polish 

. Jewry, officially recognised by the Polish Government, and the 
~ tens of thousands of Polish Jews in Russia would be advisable. 

The Ambassador promised favourable consideration. 

Dr. Schwarzbart states that, while he is not in a position 
to answer the thousands of cables and letters he has received 
from organisations and private persons in Britain, America, 
Palestine, and other parts of the world concerning relatives 
in Russia, all the names received are immediately submitted 


to the Polish Government, and many of them have already 
been transmitied to Moscow.

RELIGION IN THE U.S.S.R. 
1,000 Synagogues 


Soviet News, the daily bulletin issued by the Press depart- 
ment of the Sovict Embassy in London, gives some interesting 
statistics about religious practice in the U.S.S.R. Listing the 
various creeds and sects in the U.S.S.R., it states that believers 
freely practise their religious worship, celebrate Festivals and 
fasts, elect leaders of religious communities, etc. ~* The Soviet 
Government provides buildings for religious purposes free oF 
charge and exempt from taxes, and ensures that no-one disturbs 
the rights of believers, offends their feelings, or jeers at their 


belief.’ Infringements of the rights of believers is_ severely 
punished. The clergy, it adds, enjoy equal rights with othe 
citizens 


The bulletin says that there are in the U.S.S.R. 1,011. Syna- 
gogues and 2,559 Rabbis. In Moscow, there are three Syna- 
gogues, of which one is the Great Choral Synagogue. 


COL. LINDBERGH AND THE JEWS 


He Fears “ American Pogroms ” 


Should America enter the war and lose it, the Jews in 
the United States will face-anti-Jewish outbursts which will 
Such is the opinion of 
Colonel Charles Lindbergh, as reported by Roger Butter- 
field in the magazine Lirt. 

* Lindbergh,” he writes, “* has told more than one close friend 
that participation in the war against Hitler is sure to cause 
an internal explosion a bloody revolution in America. Organised 
labour, he predicts, will pull in one direction, .and profiteering 
capital in the other splitting the country in two. But it is 
our national morale that arouses his blackest pessimism. 
American defeats and the death in battle or by drowning of 
‘millions’ of young American soldiers will be followed, he 
has said to friends, by unheavals of great violence in the nation.” 

He is especially concerned, according to Mr. Butterfield, 
with the effect such disasters would have on Jews im the United 
States. He believes Jews will be blamed for American entry 
into the war and will suffer for it. If that happens, he has 
said, the anti-Jewish outbreaks that will occur will surpass 
those in Nazi Germany, for Americans are “ more violent than 
Germans, 

Yet Lindbergh is not anti-Semitic, Mr. Butterfield contends. 
In personal conversation he has expressed indignation over the 
German treatment of Jews in Europe. But he has never con- 
demned the persecutions publicly; in any of the eighteen speeches 
and articles he has written on world aflairs since September, 
1939. Several friends and associates have pleaded with him 
to do so, and he has invariably refused. His usual answer is, 
* 1] must be neutral.” 


Henry Ford Pro-Jewish 


Another prominent American who has been voicing his 
opinion on the Jews is Mr. Henry Ford. Mr. Ford now 
expresses the hope that the post-war world will be tolerant to 
the Jews. “* There 1s need for the Jew in the world, and it is 
bound to be recognised,” Mr. Ford said. “* Among the Jews 
are some of our ablest financiers and greatest merchants, They 
understand trade They know that all prosperity is based on 
the ability of the tarmer to buy. And they know the value 
and tunciion of competition.” 


Mr. Arthur G. Klein (Democrat) has been clected to succeed 
the late Congressman Michael Edelstein, who died in the 
Congress building last June alter having delivered an impas- 
sioned address in reply to anti-Semitic utterances by Congress 
man Rankin, of Mississippi. Mr. Klein was. formerly counsel 
in the New York ofhice of the Securities Exchange Commission. 


POLISH CABINET CRISIS 
A Vice-Minister’s Criticism 


Following the resignation of three Polish Cabinet Ministers, 
considerable uneasiness ts being expressed in Polish, Jewish, 
and Democratic circles in Britain, says the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, at the imereasing pressure being put on the Cabinet 
to include as Vice-President in the reconstituted Governmem 
Fadeusz Biclecki, the Endek leader. This step is being strongly 
urged by the Endek Party, although the other political groups 
are opposed to the appointment because of M.  Biclecki's 
extremist and uncompromising views, and his known anti- 
Semitism, : 

It is believed that General Sikorski, the Prime Minister, shares 
ihe view of the non-Endck growps, and is trying to persuade 
the Endek Party Executive to nominate some moderate candi- 
date who would be more acceptable to the progressive partics. 

Father Zygmunt Kaczynski, Vice-Minister of Information 
and Propaganda in the Polish Government, has caused a stir 
by an article criticising the present absence in Polish circles, 
of “a serious attitude towards the Minority Problem.” The 
article appears in the August issue of Zwror, a _ periodical 
published in London. Father Kaczynski alleges that Poles in 
Britain are giving no thought to the future social and economic 
structure of Poland, and adds that “in spite of our continuous 
talk about democracy ~ Poles have not broken with the sad 
habits of the past. 

Father Kaczynski was head of the Catholic News Agency in 
Poland and thus had considerable influence in Catholic circles. 
In Britain, he was appointed Chaplain to the Polish President. 

Wiapomosct Zypowskie, the Polish Jewish publication, 
commenting favourably on Father Kaczynski’s article, says that 
tas high time that the Polish Government which refuses to 


listen to the good advice of Polish Jews should listen to that 


given by one of its own members and begin to treat the 
minority problem with the seriousness it deserves.

The following communiqué has been issued by the Council of 
Polish Jews in Great Britain: 

In order to put an end to the present chaotic condition of 
Polish Jewish representation and to constitute a fully repre- 
sentative body to speak for Polish Jewry, the Council of Polish 
Jews in Great Britain invited representatives of the following 
Organisations to attend a mecting of the Council on Monday, 
August 18: Agudas Israel Organisation, Association of Polish 
Jewish Citizens in Great Britain, Federation of Polish Jews 
in Great Britain and Ireland, Nahum Sokolow Socicty, and the 
New Zionist Organisation. All the above-mentioned organisa- 
tions and institutions sent their delegates to the meeting. It 
was unanimously agreed that the present deplorable position 
must be brought to an end, and with this object in view a 
committee of five, one from each organisation, was appointed 
forthwith, with instructions to work out a satisfactory formula 


upon which a truly strong and authoritative representation 
might be established.

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TWO YEARS OF WAR 


THE two years of war to be completed in the next few 
days, sorrow-laden though they have been, have also, 
step by step, roused the world to the vasiness of the 
threat that was plotted in Berlin against practically the 
whole human race. For years the nations slept and 
played while this grisly menace matured ; the awaken- 
ing has been appropriately ghastly. “Awful and horrible 
things are happening in these days,” declared the Prime 
Minister in his broadcast this week. “ The whole of 
Europe has been wrecked and trampled down by the 
mechanical weapons and barbaric fury of the Nazis. 
The most deadly instruments of war science have been 
joined to the extreme refinements of treachery and the 
most brutal exhibition of ruthlessness, and thus have 
formed a combine of aggression the like of which has 
never been known, before which the rights, the 
traditions, the characteristics, and the structure of many 
ancient, honoured States and peoples have been laid 
prostrate, and are now ground down under the heel and 
terror of a monster.” 

For Jews the awakening has been crueller still, for 
not even the most rabid pessimist among them—and 
certainly not the comfortable lotus-eaters of former 
German Jewry—could have expected the Jews of 
Europe to be engulfed quite so completely by the Nazi 
fury as has turned out to be the case. Jews have 
suffered as nationals of the subjugated countries. But 
they have also been crucified as Jews. Never before, 
even in their unhappy history, has the savage hate of 
which they are the victims sunk to such depths. Jews 
have been forced to dig their own graves and then been 
buried in them alive. Whole Jewries have been up- 
rooted and despoiled, or thrown into slavery, or locked 
up in stinking slum ghettoes, or cast adrift on the open 
seas in hell ships, drifting amid horcors from one 
inhospitable land to another, or at the end finding in 
the waves oblivion of their ghastly tortures. ) 

“Scores of thousands—iiterally scores of thousands 
—of executions in cold blood are being perpetrated by 
the German police-troops upon the Russian patriots 
who defend their native soil,” says Mr. Churchill, and 
we know that among them are many gallant and 
patriotic Jews. A great rally of prominent representa- 
tives of Russian Jewry and of representatives of Soviet 
literature and science, the speeches at which were 
broadcast from several Russian stations, has just been 
held in Moscow. In an appeal to the Jews of the 
world it declares that 

“in Poland alone the Hitlerites have cruelly tortured 

and massacred over a million Poles and Jews. They 

have outraged daughters before their parents’ eyes and 
split open the heads of children before their mothers. 

Those who have remained alive have been obliged to 

see their daughters forced into military brothels and 

their sons sterilised . . .” 

No calamity like the calamity of this decade has 
befallen our people even in the most tgagic years of 
the past. This two-thousand-year harrying and slaying 
of helpless, unarmed Jews has thus reached its peak of 
atrocity. In its presence even Jewish patience must cry 
“enough!” The nightmare of martyrdom must end 
and justice for the Jew must be established if the 
world is to be saved from the triumph of barbarism. 

In one of the Eight Points of the Atlantic Charter 
which speak of respect for the rights of all peoples to 
choose their own form of Government, Jews can see 
a somewhat cloudy promise. The youth of Germany, 
reared in Nazi doctrine and Jew-hatred, will not find 
it easy to call a freedom-loving, hateless Government 
to power. It is difficult for Jews to believe that the 


hopes of the Charter for the establishment of a peace © 


which will afford assurance to all men in all lands that 
they may live out their lives in freedom from fear and 
want, will bring this blissful age within reach of the Jew 
while they cannot see how this fair hope is to be achieved. 
They can never be sure that the belief expressed that 
all the nations must come to the abandonment of the 
use of force will not be falsified one day in a world in 
which the acceptance of certain fundamental moral 
laws is limited by national boundaries and their enforce- 
ment subject to “ discretion” and opportunism 

After what has happened, that Jews should be ready 
to gamble on national and international penitence with 
their own and their children’s lives as the stakes, 
is unthinkable. If penitence should come, and 
endure, so much the better for all the human 
family. But for Jews, heirs to a thousand disappointed 
hopes, there must be a sounder reinsurance. Our 
ancient and too much promised ancestral homeland 
must revert to us, whatever betide. And it must come 
‘without mental reservations, laboured diplomacy, or 
double dealing of any kind. Jews demand this in the 
name of an unparalleled martyrdom, of the professed 
aims of the Allies, and of honour itself. The banishment 
of force from politics, and the enthronement of justice 


in its place, ought, if really achieved, to help them to 
secure it. But one cannot be too sure. It may evade 
them, even then, if the Jews stand chattering and 
quarrelling among themselves, or if their leaders, despite 
the repetition of the old brave phrases, worn thread- 
bare in the service of the uninspired, are men who fave 
long accepted defeat in their hearts, and can feel 
nothing but cynical pity for a braver outlook. 

Long ago it was said that if Jews only wanted 
Palestine enough they would secure it. They will, in 
the more or less near future, if those who have this 
yearning in their care show themselves worthy in the 
great testing hour. 


AMERICAN “FAT BOYS” 


One of them is “ Colonel” Lindbergh who once flew the 
Atlantic and picked up a little more than is good for him in 
that, at that time, hair-raising adventure. The other is Mr. 
Albert Jay Nock, an American author. Both would appear 
to be mightily obsessed by the dangers that are supposed 
to beset American Jews, and seem out to make their 
countrymen’s flesh creep about them. Thus, Mr. Nock 
has asserted, in an article in the highly reputable ATLANTIC 
MONTHLY, that uneasiness and dissatisfaction are displayed 
among “ Occidental mass-men ™ at the part which Jews are 
playing in American public life. In a second article he 
insisted that this “Occidental mass-man,” a _ fearsome 
creature of his fevered imagination, “ meditates savagely 
on the chances that a merciful Providence may some day 
send him a couple of sotnias of Cossacks to help him 
Straighten things out.” He himself is apprehensive of 
terrible economic happenings, presumably as a result of the 
struggle against Hitler, for which the Jew will be held 
responsible, and holds it not impossible that the Nuremberg 
Laws may eventually be enacted in America. He utters the 
awful warning that if nothing is done, and the destructive 
force naw latent were released, the consequences would be 
appalling, for “the American mob’s grim reputation for 
sheer anthropoid savagery is equalled only by that of the 
revolutionary mobs of Paris.” 


“ Colonel” Lindbergh is no less inconsolable, and no more 
complimentary to his fellow-citizens, according to Roger 
Butterfield in the magazine Lire. He professes to 
be fearsome of the Bm of American participation in the 
war—especially the results to American Jews. He, too, is 
anxious to warn us that the Jew will be made a scape- 
goat, and that if that happens the anti-Jewish outbreak 
that will occur will surpass those in Nazi Germany (about 
which “Colonel” Lindbergh ought to know quite a lot). 
for Américans are “ more violent than Germans.” Really, 
all this solicitude for Jews is most touchmg. And we are 
assured categorically by these “ dismal Jimmies ” that they 
are not anti-Jewish. 


A TRAP FOR JEWS? 


UNFORTUNATELY, however, although “Colonel” Lindbergh 
has expressed indignation in personal conversation at the 
German treatment of Jews in Europe, he has never once 


condemned it publicly, in his writings and speeches on - 


world affairs, since the significant date of September, 1939, 
replying to all entreaties to do so with the stereotyped 
reply, “} must be neutral.” As for the harder Nock, an 
industrious Rabbi—Saul E. White—has been keeping an eye 
on his previous ten years’ writings, and, from his studies, 
has unhappily discovered that his articles in the ATLANTIC 
MONTHLY were not at all occasioned by a “ feeling of out- 
rage against the growth of anti-Semitism ” in America, but 
that “in days not so distant he did not look for fine 
feathers in which to cloak his vulgar anti-Semitism ” and 
that he is “a proved and tested anti-Semite.” One need 
quote only one sentence from Nock’s previous, though more 
obscure, writings, cited by the Rabbi: “In actual life they 
ithe Jews) are dreadful people. 1 sometimes think that 
there will be record-breaking pogroms in New York some 
day, and there are occasions even now (in 1928) when the 
most peace-loving person among us wishes he could send 
over a couple of sotnias of Cossacks to floor-manage the 
subway rush.” Nock’s “ feeling of outrage ” against anti- 
Semitism wears a dubious look by the side of these nasty 
sentiments, aggravated, it would appear, by his Cossack 
obsession. 


VERY TRANSPARENT 


Bur if concern for Jews is not the real motive for the 
“ fat-boyism ” of these two public men, the reason is all 
too plain. It is a clear attempt to panic American Jewry 
into the ranks of the Isolationists by lurid tales of what 
will happen to them if America enters the war. These twin 
prophets of gloom call upon the Jews of America to 
renounce their honest convictions, to banish their concern 
for the welfare of their country, and, indeed, of humanity, 
in the vain hope of saving their own skins. No doubt the 
“appeal to funk,” were it effective, would be a _ good 
job of work for the Axis, and well worth a medal or ribbon 
by way of recognition. But such cowardly selfishness as 
it presupposes is not the American "ews’ conception of 
American. patriotism. The whole effort in “ making their 
flesh creep” is an impudent insult to a Community whose 
selfless devotion to their country’s cause is written on many 
a glorious page of America’s history. If now they 
betrayed their country and dishonoured themselves by allow- 
ing themselves to be scared by Messrs. Nock and Lindbergh 
they would indeed be the “ dreadful people ” described by 
Mr. Nock in the days when he had the honesty to say what 
he meant. Worst of all, they would deserve their two new- 
found friends! 


FLACCID ZIONISM 


THE war is advancing with seven-league boots. Battles 
of unparalleled violence rage. New countries are drawn 
or dragged in. Man-power is being eaten into. But no 
news comes from the Zionist leadership as to what is 
happening to Jewish hopes in this world-shaking crisis. 
Jews are suffering at least as much as others in this 
momentous hour, and are torn just as painfully with 
anxieties. Their fate is being decided at this turning-point 
in world history, and, to borrow Mr. Roosevelt's fine 
words, they, too, have a rendezvous with destiny. But not, 
it would appear,, with those who have their greatest and 


‘ most urgent movement for redemption in their keeping. An 


excessive disregard of “open diplomacy” keeps the 
approaches to them barred and inaccessible. The Zionist 
leader has just arrived in this country. He is meeting a 
number of Zionists—for a private pow-wow. Is anything 
going to be told behind those closed doors that the averagely 
informed visitors.do not already know? A similar gather- 
ing was held some time ago at which a kind of Hesped 
was delivered for Zionism, and the Jewish problem was, as 
it were, dissolved in tears. Again, this time, if there is any 
positive and important information to be imparted, will it 
be delivered for public Jewish dissemination? 


WHAT ABOUT THAT JEWISH ARMY? 


THe Zionist leaders must know that there are thousands 
of Jews here and abroad who are pining to know what has 
become of the Jewish Army project. Has the plan been 
shelved or smothered? Has it perished from neglect, or 
from timidity on the part of those who should have been 
its boldest champions? Or are we to think ourselves lucky 
that a semblance of Jewish participation qua Jews has been 
given or thrown to us in the shape of a limited and 
nondescript share in Palestinian units? Surely the excuse 
given in Parliament that no equipment is available for a 
Jewish Army loses most, if not all, of its force in the light 
of the much advertised production in the American factories 
and the still vaster output we are told is on the way—cer- 
tainly enough for training purposes? It is a cruel and heart 
breaking reflection that in this hour of decision the Jews, 
alone of the peoples concerned, the Jews, who were first 
amongst Hitler's antagonists, who have suffered and are 
suffering worst amongst his victims, are not permitted to 
take a worthy hand in their own deliverance. Byron's 
words are to-day truer than ever: 

“ Hereditary bondsmen' knew ve not, 
Who would be free, themselves must strike the blow?” 


A battalion of Jewish bayonets would proclaim the 
Jewish cause more effectively than the most meticulously 
regular duty~calls in Whitehall. For it would tell the 
world that Jews really care for a Jewish National Future—a 
fact which the world, and, it seems, especially the British 
Government, is sometimes allowed to doubt. 


A JEWISH “GALLUP” 


THE recent communal dispute which gave the impression, 
rightly or wrongly. of an Orthodox Judaism assailed by 
destructive elements, must have left in many something 
more than thankfulness that the strife had been healed. 
Many must, indeed, have asked themselves whether some- 
thing more constructive could not also be built in its place, 
and, in particular, whether some platform of common 
endeavour could not be erected, on which Orthodox, 
Reform, and Liberal could stand like brothers in the 
interests of the Community. Such a platform has occurred 
to Rabbi Dr. Brasch, Minister of the North London 
Liberal Synagogue, and is described in a letter from him 
published in this issue. He believes that there is a positive 
basis for this unity—not for uniformity, as he rightly 
emphasises. It is to be found, he suggests, in his proposal 
that all parties should join in trying to create “ the will to 
live as Jews,” which, he says, with only too much truth, 
is lacking among ever so many of us in these days. To 
elicit the attitude towards this ideal, he drafted a series of 
questions designed to search the Jewish consciousness of 
the numerous persons in various circles to whom they were 
addressed. The result he describes as “astonishing.” It 
showed, according to him, that at the present moment the 
attitude towards Judaism (and “* being a Jew’) was mostly 
negative and fatalistic; that most of those asked were 
possessed of an inferiority complex, associated the word 
“Jew ” merely with suffering, Hitler, and persecution, and 
not with any positive value or task. Hence, he says, his 
appeal for a united effort to impress on the Jews of to-day, 
and especially our boys and girls, their great task and 
mission, the positive value of their existence. 


A GLORIOUS GOAL 


HeRE surely is something which might form a rallying- 
ground for all shades of Judaism, something unaffected by 
religious differences, and which presents the basic condition 
for the survival of them all. One of the Rabbi's questions 
asked what his hearers were reminded of when they heard 
the word “ Jews "—persecution, refugees, and long beards, 
or a history of glory, the fight for spiritual values, and 
the people of religion? If we could so continue and 
labour that it would be the three alternative memories :hat 
would leap more immediately to our lips, then most of our 
communal anxieties would be on the way to being over. For 
the means would have been found to ensure that our people 
be at least conscious of their race and faith, of the duties, 
religious and racial, that these lay upon them. And with 
this Knowledge implanted the road would be prepared to 
develop “the will to live as Jews.”

From Rabbi Dr. R. BRASCH

Sir,—You were good enough to publish a leter of mine 
some time ago appealing for unity between the Orthodox and 
Liberal sections. Ever since, | have received a large corre- 
spondence confirming me in this my endeavour, and showing 
me how strong the desire for unity is in all responsible circles 
of Anglo-Jewry. 

One criticism often raised is that my appeal is founded on 
something “ negative,’ namely, the fight against the “ Jewish 
Philistine.” Allow me to suggest here a “ positive basis for 
this Unity (which myst not be mixed up with “ Uniformity "!). 
We can join issue in trying to create “ The Will To Live As 
a. which is lacking amongst ever so many people in these 
ays. 

What I mean by “ The Will To Live As Jews ” may be made 
clear by the quotation of a questionnaire I drafted some time 
ago with astonishing results. The answers wanted are plain 
and the putting of the questions explains my idea of “ The Will 
To Live As Jews.” 

1. If you are with Christian friends and a talk about Jewish 
matters arises, do you: (a) avoid taking part in the conversa- 
tion, or (b) converse freely on the subject? 

2. (a) Do you like pointing out the shortcomings of the 
Jews, and do you find the main reasons for anti-Semitism among 
the Jews themselves, or (b) Do you try to understand their 
faults and notice also their “ sunny side“ ? 

3. If you hear the word “ Jews,” of what are you reminded? 
(a) Hitler tand persecution), or refugees (and suffering), or 
long beards, or tb) A history of glory, or the fight for spiritual 
values, or the people of religion? 

4. If you had to choose between the following, what would 
you prefer (a) being a refugee, ar (b) being baptised? 

S. If you could give up your “ being a Jew” whhout your 
family resenting it, and if this change of religion would give 
you safety mee security, (a) would you do so, or (b) would 
you remain a Jew? 

6. (a) Do you feel flattered when people tell you that they 
did*not take you for a Jew, or (b) not? — 

7. If people talk to you about forcign Jews, such as Dutch, 
German, or Russian Jews (a) do you see in them your brothers, 
or (b) do you try to poimt out that you are different? 

8. If somebody tells you you were an exception to the Jews, 
that if others were like you, he would not dislike the Jews, do 
you feel (a) flattered, or (b) challenged? 

I circulated my questionnaire among the most varied circles 
of our Jewish population, so as to get as correct a picture as 
possible of the average Jew. I especially asked a couple of 
hundred young people between the ages of 16 and 24 in varjous 
districts of London and took the opportunity, when addressing 
Jewish youth at clubs, to put the questionnaire before them. 

The “ astonishing result " consisted in the realisation that at 
the present moment the attitude towards “ Judaism” (and 
“ berg a Jew ") was mostly negative and fatalistic: that most 
of those asked were possessed by an “ inferiority complex,” 
associated the word “ Jew” merely with “ suffering, Hitler, 
and persecution,” and not with any positive value or task. 
Hence my appeal for a united effort to impress on the Jews of 
to-day, and especially our boys and girls, their great task and 
mission, the positive value of their existence.

HALF-A-MILLION POLISH ORPHANS 


Should be Resettled in Palestine 
DR. BIEGUN’S ESTIMATE 


[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


An estimate that there are already at least half-a-million 
Jewish children in Poland who have been orphaned by 
the ravages of the present war, was mentioned by Dr. Dov 
Biegun when he addressed a meeting convened by the 
Manchester Poale Zion (Jewish Socialist Labour Party), at 
Maccabean Hall, Cheetham Hill Road, on Sunday after- 
noon. Councillor Leslie M. Lever, who presided, appealed 
to the Jewish working-classes of Manchester and Salford 
to support the Palestine Victory Campaign. 

Dr. Biegun recalled that several groups of European Jewish 
orphans had, in the interval period between the two great 
wars, been transferred to Palestine. This type of rescue work 
would have to be done on a huge scale after the present war, 
when tremendous numbers of homeless Jewish orphans would 
have to be taken care of by the Jewish people and rescitied 
under conditions of freedom, dignity, and self-respect in the 
Jewish National Home. In order that this vital work should 
be carried out, it was necessary that the Jewish National Fund 
should be enabled to acquire, in anticipation of the post-war 
period, large stretches of land im Palestine 

On Sunday evening, at a mecting of the Manchester Tarbuth 
Association, held at the home of Dr. and Mrs. L. Wislicki 
(* Woodleigh,” Bury Old Road), Dr. Biegun emphasised that 
the collective as well as the imdividual citizen rights of the 
Jewrics of Central and Eastern Europe would have to be 
guaranteed after the war if the Jews were to be given the best 
o rtunity to contribute their share towards the reconstruction 
of the countries now oppressed in Europe. 

Mr. Arie Rabinstemn (Vice-Chairman, Manchester Tarbuth), 
expressed to the Chairman. Dr.. Meir Wallenstein, the sympathy 
of the membcrs at the passing of his wife, Mrs. Rabel 
Wallenstein. 


Youth Effort for Palestine Victory Campaign 


Habonim, Ziona-~ (North and South Manchester), Torah 
Va’Avodah, Bachad, the University of Manchester Jewish 
Society, Poale Zion, and Hashomer Hatzair were among the 
organisations represented at a mecting, presided over first by 
Mr. Norman Jacobs, and later by Mr. L. Harris, convened for 
forming a Youth Committee of the. Palestine Victory Cam- 
paign in Manchester. 

r. Dov Biegun described the gallant work of Jewish youth 
in Palestine. Dr. Zwi Goldstone (supervisor of the Habonim 
Hostels in Devonshire) spoke of the way London youth were 
pledging their wages, or pocket-moncy, towards the Campaign, 
— urged Manchester youth to organise themselves on similar 
ines. 

Those present agreed to serve as a pro tem. committec, and 
on the spot pledged contributions totalling over £20. The 
following Exccutive of the Youth Committce has been clected :

CHALUTZ MOVEMENT: CULTURAL 
ACTIVITIES 


The Brith Chalutzim Datiim and Bnei Akiba in Manchester 
have continued recently to pursue an active Jewish cultural 
programme. 

Shiurim, Sichot and other discussions have been well attended. 
They have been conducted by, among others, Rabbi K. Rosen, 
Rabbi Sperber, Dr. Wislhicki, and Chaverim D. Steinberg, Ruth 
Landau, Joel Ernst, and Toni Schatz. Many functions have 
been held in co-operation with the Torah V'Avodah, and some 
of them have been arranged at the Bachad Hachshara Centre 
at Castleton. Further particulars of Bachad activities can be 
obtained from the Mazkir Bachad, 266, Great Clowes Street, 
Salford, 7. 

A small group of Hashomer Hatzair is also active now in 
Manchester. Its programme in recent weeks has. consisted of 
a series of Sichot on Jewish history leading up to the beginnings 
of organised political Zionism: ai study of Boruchovism 
(Socialist-Ziontst theory); and introductory Iectures in 
economics. In addition to a senior group, a junior section for 
boys and girls aged 13 to 14 has been formed. Full details 
of this Chalutz movement can be obtained from Clhiaver Charles 
Nomis, 25, Heywood Street, Manchester, 8. 


At a recent mecting, the Jewish Education Board for the 
Manchester District, with Mr. Levy Davis in the chair, resolved 
to take charge of arrangements to provide Hebrew instruction 
for Jewish children. in local day-schools. The Board was 
authorised to proceed with the appointment of a number of 
part-time teachers. The matter, it is understood, is under 
discussion with the local education authorities. 
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MANCHESTER AND EVACUEES’ 
EDUCATION 


The Rey. Dr. Slotki’s Report 


At a meeting of the Evacuation Co-ordinating Committee 
of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, at which Mr. 
R. Barrow-Sicree presided, it was agreed that the Commitice 
should endeavour to make provision for groups of Jewish 
evacuce children (whether from London or elsewhere) now 
resident in Lancashire and not already catered for by the 
education authorities of other Jewish Communities. 

It was decided, after consultation with the Presidents of the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, the Manchester 
Talmud Torah, and the Manchester and Salford Jewish Educa- 
tion Board, to approach tbe Board of Deputies Appeal 
Committee for the allocation of funds to the Evacuation 
Co-ordinating Committee as the responsible and representative 
body dealing with the whole of the Evacuation educational 
work in the Lancashire area. 

A detailed report on the organisation of Hebrew and religious 
instruction in reception arcas was presented to the meeting 
by the Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki, who was warmly complimented 
for his work. 

ec following are extracts from his report: “ The children 
come from 27 Manchester, and 23 Salford, school departments. 
The former are scattered over sixteen towns and villages, and 
the latter over fourteen such centres. The centres also contaim 
some boys dnd girls privately evacuated from the two cities 
as well as from London and other cities. The total number 
fluctuates. At the present it is round about 300. . . While 
one centre accommodates as many as forty children, another 
may have not more than four, and another no more than one. 
Organising difficulties are obvious. But the problem is much 
more complicated. Not all children in one centre attend the 
same school. Those in Fleefwood are dispersed over cight 
school departments situated in three widely separated districts. 

ten children at Haslingden attend no less than six 
schools. . . . The appointment of a resident teacher in each 
area would hardly solve the problem because of time taken 
up by travelling. ... 


Centralising Hebrew Instruction 


“ To surmount these difficulties I have sought the permission 
of the various education authorities for one of the following 
courses: cither (a) to concentrate for Hebrew instruction the 
children of several schools into one school whenever this was 
not rendered impossible by the long distances involved, or (b) 
to allow our teacher to visit the respective schools at any time 
of the day so that he might be able, on the same day and in 
the course of the same train or bus journey, to proceed from 
school to school. and from village to village, returning home 
in the evening after his last lesson for the day has been given. 
All the authorities approached have generously granicd the one 
or the other of the two alternatives. 

“Eight schools in eight of the centres around Bolton are visited 
by a teacher engagcd by the Co-ordinating Committee; three 
schools at Nelson are looked afier by three Jews’ S 
teachers; two schools in two centres m the Lake District are 
visited by an honorary teacher whose expenses are defrayed by 
the Co-ordinating Committee: and thirteen schools in the three 
centres of Fleetwood, Cleveleys, and Coline, are attended to 
by two Talmud Torah teachers. The numbers of the children 
taught in the 26 school departments in the 14 centres men- 
tioned are roughly as follows: Bolton District, 55; Nelson, 30: 
Lake District, 6: Fleetwood, Cleveleys, and Colne, 70. 

“| have arranged for the 70 children (in 13 school depart- 
ments) last mentioned to meet for their Hebrew tuition within 
four centrally situated schools, and for those m four Colne 
schools to mect in one centre... No charge is made for our 
use of any of these schools.” 

Dr. Slotki also reported that permission had been obtained 
for the provision of Hebrew instruction for ten Jewish children 
in the villages of Stalmine, Pilling, and Preesall in the Garstang 
Rural District, and also for the Jewish pupils at two grammar 
schools in Lancaster. It was hoped to complete similar arrange- 
ments at schools in Silverdale, Carnforth, Bolton-le-Sands, Hest 
Bank, and Galgatc, all in the Lancaster Rural Area, where 
17 Jewish children attend. In conclusion, Dr. Slotki expressed 
his gratitude to’ the directors of education, billeting officers, 
Church authorities, and head teachers who have co-operated 
with him, and last, but not least, to the Evacuation Co-ordinating 
Committee. 


COMPETING RELIGION CLASSES AT 
MAIDENHEAD 


Move to Avert “ Chaos” 


The Hebrew and religion classes held under the auspices of 
the Maidenhead and District Congregation, in co-operation 
with the Keren Hatorah, were inspected on Sunday by Rabbi 
Dr. Schonfeld. More than 40 children were in attendance, 
divided into four classes, under the headmastership of Rabbi J. 
Galas. Rabbi Schonfeld later attended a meeting of the Educa- 
tion Committee, and spoke in appreciation of the work done 
by this evacuee Community. 

Mr. Leshe Paisner expressed regret that a London educational 
body had apparently authorised a local teacher to create classes 
competing with those of the Hebrew congregation. He felt that 
this was undermining local communal effort, and that it 
divorced the children from Kehilla life. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman said that the Synagogue, Talmud Torah. 
Youth Society, and canteen had all been created by the local 
Community, which felt that evacuce communities were some- 
times inclined to rely too much on London help. But they had 
the right to expect that London committees would not interfere 
with their work or chaos would come into communal life. He 
suggested that the Chicf Rabbi, as President of the Joint Emér- 
gency Committee, should be approached on this matter. The 
suggestion was unanimously agreed to.

During his 11 rs’ Ministry.in these towns and 
Sussex generally, Mr. Fabricant has endeared himself to all 
with whom he has come into contact, especially with the 
Jewish youth, in the Maccabi and other movements.

LEEDS’ NEW DAY NURSERY 
Notable Ort-Ose Achievement 


[From our ‘orrespondent] 


By establishing a day nursery in the heart of Chapeltown, 
at 1, Grange View, Leeds, the Ort-Ose has continued its 
fine tradition of protecting the health of Jewry. The 
new centre will help to carry through important infant 
welfare work under war conditions, and will thus be assist- 
ing the national effort considerably. : 

In accepting children aged between two and five, the Ort-Ose 
is aiming to help first those mothers who are already engaged 
in full-teme work by caring for their children during working 
hours. And secondly, it will encourage mothers who would 
like to take up Government work to do so, in the knowledge 
that their children will be in the care of experienced nurses 
and welfare workers. 

The Rev. I. Cohen, who is greatly interested in this new 
development, would like mothers to know that the nursery 
will be conducted on Jewish lines. The spiritual needs of the 
children will be taken into consideration. Songs, plays, and 
stories of the past and present will help to create a Jewish 
atmosphere. The nursery. with its pleasant lofty rooms and 
playgrounds, will provide accommodation for 40 children o!| 
pre-school age. Experienced nurses will feed them, and play 
with them, and a kindergarten teacher will be in attendance to 
give kindergarten training. The centre, administered by the 
Ort-Ose, will work in close co-operation with the Leeds Medical 


authorities, who have already helped a great deal in its 
establishment. The children will be admitted, generally, from 
7 a.m. until 7 p.m. 


Fhe Ort-Ose and their Leeds representative, Dr. J. Maiti, 
are to be congratulated on this piece of construcfive work.

Churchill and President Roosevelt indicated that, together with 
the claim of all oppressed peoples, theirs would not be ignored, 
and that America’s voice, which would be heard at the Peace 
Conference, would speak on their behalf.

such an appeal as that of the Palestine Victory Campaign 
should not go unheeded, even by an organisation which has 
no direct contact with Zionistic endeavours.” 


BIRMINGHAM ZIONIST ACTIVITIES 
Co-ordinating Council to be Formed

Hertfordshire Educational Conference 


A Regional Conference of teachers and others interested 
in Jewish education in Hertfordshire was held recently at 
the Vasanta Hall, Letchworth, under the auspices of the 
Joint Emergency Committee for Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion in Great Britain. 

Dr. I. Epstein, who presided, said that the teacher had often 
to act both as parent and teacher. Jewish religious education 
was concerned with dogma (belief in a personal God, the 
destiny of man, individual responsibility to God, Revelation), 
ritual, and ethics. The ideal Jewish home proxieked all three. 
With the weakening of the religious infetice of the home, 
instruction in these fundamental aspects of Jewish religious 
life was imperative. From right belief there followed right 
practice, expressed in ritual and ethical conduct. The difficulty 
in dealing with the three aspects of Jewish education was their 
selection for emphasis in teaching the children. Another prob- 
lem was the attitude of the parents. There were three categories : 
the hostile parent, the indifferent parent, and the religious 
parent who at the same time refused to make a contribution but 
expected others to provide for the Jewish education of his 
children. 

In the discussion Mr. W. Wolfson (St. Albans) spoke of 
evacuees whose foster-parents refuse to let them attend the 
Hebrew classes, and Mr. B. A. Ginsberg (Letchworth) suggested 
a letter be written by the teacher to the foster-parent and this 
be followed by a visit from one of the ladies of the local 
community. Mr. E. Freedman (Abbots Langley) said the 
problem of billeting was not tackled sufficiently.. The only 
solution lay in hostels—to provide kasher food, Jewish life and 
environment for the Jewish boys and girls. Jewish children 
were not wanted by their foster-parents and the children them- 
selves were self-conscious. Jewish life must be recreated 
before dogma, ritual, and ethics were discussed. 


Teachers Not Guided 


The Rev. L Rosenberg (Stevenage, Letchworth) complained 
that teachers were not given the necessary guidance by the 
authorities. Mr. J. C. Suffrin (Buntingford) said teachers should 
keep in contact with the foster-parents. Dr. D. Lewin (Welwyn 
Garden City) blamed Jewish parents for many of the difficulties, 
and Mr. E. Freedman thought Tue Jewitsu Curonicre should 
keep parents more informed of the work being done in the 
evacuation areas. He also suggested the circularising by all 
Synagogues of a list of classes and responsible teachers in 
reception areas. 3 

Mr. J. C. Suffrin raised the question. of the only Jewish 
child in a school or area, and said that transicrence to larger 
groups was the only solution. Rabbi Dr. 1. Weinstock (Letch- 
worth) stressed the urgency of hostels. Rabbi M. Katz (Hemel 
Hempstead) asked that libraries be established in reception 
areas for the benefit of children and teachers. 

r. EF. Halevy said that. hostels were, of course, the best 
colution to the present emergency. Finance, however, was 
a drawback. Over 8,000 unaccompanied children had been 
traced as having been evacuated from London alone. 
Financially it would be impossible to cater for more than half 
and even then # would cost something like £120,000 per 
annum for their bare living, not including tuition. Canteens 
were the next best thing. Eight had already been established, 
catcring for some 700 souls. The establishment of canteens 
was encouraged by the Government through the Ministry of 


Food and the Board of Deputies. These canteens quite easily 
became Jewish clubs and centres. 

After summing up the discussion, the Chairman moved a 
series of resolutions for submission to the Joint Emergency 
Committee. Some of the points made were as follows: 

¢ J.E.C. should invite London Synagogues to urge their 
members to send their children to the Hebrew classes set up 
in the reception areas: parents should be encouraged to con- 
tribute towards the religious instruction received by = their 
children; closer co-operation should be established between the 
J.E.C. and local Communities; the J.E.C. should co-operate 
with youth organisations in the establishment of recreation 
centres ; isolated children should be transferred to larger groups ; 
teachers should be supplied with a list of books and other 
requisites for schoolwork available; hostels are the best solution 
—but where difficulties are insuperable, canteens should be sct 
up: libraries should be organised.

Ihe Chief Rabbi has addressed a letter to all Synagogues 
under his jurisdiction in London and the provinces asking that 
ministers plead for generous: support for the R.A.F. Benevolent 
Fund during the morning service on Sabbath, September 20.

VOLUNTARY WORK FOR FRIENDLY 
ALIENS 


All-Nations League’s Proposals 


The need for proper representation for refugees and the 
task of providing an outlet for the talents of those unable 
to take paid ts were discussed at a meeting of the 
Association of Jewish Refugees on Monday evening at 
Woburn House. Mr. Wilfred Israel presided. — 

Dr. W. Breslauver explained that the Associaticn aimed at 
representing all Jewish refugees from Germany and Austria 
“for whom Judaism is a determining factor in their outlook 
on life,” and said that the Executive Committee was composed 
of men of all shades of Jewish opinion. Their tasks were to 
contact the refugees and afford them sound guidance on the 
many problems which beset them; and to try to convince 
the public bodies representing the Anglo-Jewjsh Community 
that the refugees desired to cease being regarded as a body 
of useless, dependent people, and instead to be recognised as 
possessing the ability to serve the Community to almost the 
same extent as English Jews. 

Almost every refugee. he said, was troubled with the problem 

of finding employment, whether paid or unpaid, and the 
Association would be able to assist in obtaining the necessary 
official permits, especially in connection with opportunitics 
under the Government training scheme. They would co- 
operate with the German-Austrian Employment Bureau in their 
important work. QOne of their paramount gims Was to clarity 
the legal status of the refugees, so that there should be a clear 
distinction between friendly aliens, such as they were proud to 
be. and those in other categories. Nothing would be too great 
or too small for them to do, if only it would assist England. 
It was to be deplored that some of their most talented members 
had to ule their time away when they could be of the utmost 
elp in the war effort. 
, The Hon. Mrs. Sebastian Earl, daughter of Lord Maugtam, 
former Lord Chancellor, described the ** All Nations Voluntary 
Service League.” which has been formed to provide an oppor- 
tunity for non-British men and women who wish to give 
voluntary help to Britain. She had very great sympathy fo 
non-British people, and particularly for the Jewish people, and 
felt. she declared, that they should be given a chance to bring - 
their undoubted talents to bear in the general war effort. On 
registering with the League (to which there was no entry tee 
or subscription) a personal interview was given so that qualifi- 
cations and interests could be ascertained and the rght work 
assigned. Where work with other. organisations was provided, 
travelkne and other small incidental expenses were paid, and 
every effort was made to see to it that the worker was in no 
way embarrassed in his voluntary task. 


Many Fields of Activity 


There were wide social fields for useful activity, she said, 
including work in canteens and day nurseries, clubs and youth 
centres for boys 4nd girls. There was a great demand fo: 
voluntary workers who could do typing, sewing, knitting, and 
cooking. There were openings-for lecturers on all sorfs ol 
subjects, and for instructors in dancing, physical training, and 
games. Musicians, entertainers, and pianists who could play 
for dancing and keep-fit classes, were much in demand, and 
for those with no definite qualifications, or whose English was 
poor, there were opportunitics tor useful war work, such as 
rolling bandages for the Red Cross, .toy-making for day 
nurseries, and sewing and knitting for the services. She knew 
there were a very large number of British people who said 
that it was wrong for employment to be given to, refugees with- 
out pay, but if it was a choice between the impossibility of 
obtaining work with pay due to labour regulations and a lite 
of idleness, there could be no doubt which course would be 
the most advisable 

Refugees might argue. the speaker added, “ I have registered 
for war work under the latest scheme, why should I divert 
my attention to this voluntary work?" Such people, she com- 
mented, did not consider the speed at which British officialdom 
worked, Although there could be no doubt that work would 
be tound for them ultimately, it was practically certain that 
it would not be forthcoming immediately. She would welcome 
those interested at her office at 33, Seymour Place; W.1, which 
had been placed at her disposaPds the authorities of the West 
London Synagogue on weckdays between 10 and 5, and on 
Sundays from 10 till 1. The offices were closed on Saturdays. 

On the motion of the Chairman, who said that no doubt 
advantage would be taken by very many refugees of Mrs. Earl's 
scheme, a vote of thanks was accorded her. 

Dr. Brestauer announced that the Association welcomed new 
members, who should apply from 3 to 6 p.m., Monday to 
Friday, at 279a, Finchley Road, N.W.3 (between the Under- 
ground and L.M.S. Stations, Finchley Road). 


Permits allowing aliens to use tubes and other shelters from 
midmight to 6 a.m are now being tssued by the London police 
for a period of three months. The aliens concerned are those 
who have been allowed to move about freely providing they are 
in their homes by midnight. Those obtaining shelter permits 
must use the shelters regularly. 


OBITUARY 


MR. MAURICE SAIPE 
Leeds Communal and Masonic Worker 


[From our Correspondent} 


Mr. Maurice Saipe, who passed away last week at the age 
of 56, was an active communal worker in Leeds for over 30 
years. In addition to being one of the founders of the Louis 
Street Synagogue over 20 years ago, he was in 1931 elected 
Chairman of the Management Committee of the United 
Hebrew Congregation. He was also Hon. Auditor of the Leeds 
Jewish Board of Guardians and the Herzl Moser Jewish 
Hospital, and Vice-Chairman of the Leeds Talmud Torah. 
He took an active interest in Masonic affairs, and was Secre- 
tary ot the Loyalty Lodge, which was formed in Leeds a few 
years ago, as a “ Jewish ” Lodge. 

Humble in spirit, fearless and upright in character, Maurice 
Saipe will be missed by the Community. 


DR. ARIEH BEHAM (Tel-Aviv) 


The death has occurred in Tel-Aviv, at the age of 64, of 
Dr. Arich Beham, who in 1913 founded the Pasteur Institute 
in Jerusalem, and was a pioneer in fighting hydrophobia in 
Eretz Yisrael. Dr. Beham was a military doctor during the 
Russo-Japanese war. He was a proponent before the last 
war of the establishment of a Jewish Medical Association. - In 


his latter years he was Chairman of the Hebrew Language 
Dissemination Society. 
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Two Years of Progress

Officer of the Talmud Torah Trust; and Mr. M. Sagon, Secretary 
of the Central Committee for Jewish Education. 

Two problems had to be solved simultaneously. Many of the 
teachers, especially in the Talmud Torahs, were full-time Hebrew 
teachers, and had no other sources of income. With the 
evacuation of their pupils their very means of livelihood was 
placed in jeopardy. Local committees, with only one or two 
noteworthy exceptions, were unable or unwilling to accept any 
responsibility for them. From the first day of the war the 
newly-formed Joint Emergency Committee shouldered this 
burden to the limit of its capacity. 

The other problem, no less pressing, was to locate the 
children. The Ministry of Health and the London County 
Council. had been approached months before to allow the 
Jewish children to go as organised groups or to inform the 
Committee of the areas to which the children were being sent. 
At that period of indecision and uncertainty neither of these 
objects could be attained. It is not possible in a few lines to 
describe the almost unbelievable activity in which the Joint 
Emergency Committee engaged in order to gain contact with the 
children. The matter was urgent, for the Holy-days of 1939 
were at hand. At all costs they had to be observed. Literally 
thousands of letters were sent out to the whole of Southern’ 
England, books were dispatched, halls were engaged, officiants 
were provided, and services held. 

It is not out of place here to pay a tribute to the work of 
the many Jewish day-school teachers and voluntary helpers who 
accompanied the children on evacuation and did all in their 
power to assist and often to initiate these arrangements. 

Scarcely had the evacuation started than a drift back to 
London began, It continued throughout that false lull during 
the first winter of the war. And it provided the Joint Emer- 
gency Committee with a new and inescapable duty. Tuition 
had to be arranged in reception areas, yet the needs of London 
were no less iumperative. 

Indeed, by May, 1940, there were more Jewish children in 
London than in the reception areas. 

Ihe Joint Emergency Committee had planned for receptio 
areas only, and based its estimate upon the income derived 
from the pooling of the resources of the four parent bodies. 
The tasks now before the Committee, however, made that 
income woefully tmadequate. An appeal to the public was 
planned. and undertaken. Yet the very success of the Com- 


mittee in contacting Jewish children made people unaware of - 


any specilic problem, and militated against the success of the 


appeal. 
When the Blitz Began 


A second evacuation in the middle of June, 1940, following 
the collapse of France, only served to increase the already 
heavy anxieties and burden of the Committee. In August, 1940, 
Mr. Adler, who had sacrificed his retirement for a task he felt 
he could not disregard, died, worn out by the ceaseless toil afd 
care he had bestowed on it. 


Within a month the heavy air raids had begun, and a third 


wave of evacuation carried thousands of children and adults 
irom London to the countryside. But by now the Joint 
[Emergency Committee had had a year of experience. The 
mistakes Of the past were avoided. The London County 
Council was interviewed and now readily agreed to send Jewish 
chiidren to places where facilities for Jewrsh religious instruc- 
tion were available. A list of 150 such places was prepared for 
their guidance. 

At the same time events moved so fast that decisions had to 
be taken at a moment's notice, and could not brook delay. 
Phe work of the administrative staff was, therefore, depart- 
mentalised. Dr. Morris assumed  responsibilits for gencral 
pohey Dr. Fishman was given charge of Lefldon Mr. 
Halpern took over the reception areas. Mr. Sagon was 

ponsible for organisation and finance. 

Ihe most urgent problem was that of finance. The pitiful 
£5,000 per annum at the command of the Committee could pro- 
vide at most only a token education for a limited number of 
children. Meanwhile, the third evacuation had brought many 
thousands of adults to reception areas, areas which stretched 
now trom Carlisle to Penzance and from Bishop Auckland in 
the north-east to the hop-ficlds of Kent in the south. The 
children. were scattered in no fewer than 40 counties. And 
where new adult Communities had sprung up a vocal demand 
arose for more satisfactory facilities for religious instruction. 

How was the money to be raised? Communal taxation was 
by far the best method, and certainly the least humiliating. But 
for that the Jewish Community was not yet ripe The Oxford 
Consultation in February, 1941, showed that quite — clearly. 
Another revealing fact made plain at that Consultation was the 
crying need for unified control of education throughout the 
SOUNTTY Lach big town and city was working on its own 
without in any way profiting from the experience of the others 
But the process of evacuation itself was wiping away boundaries. 
In the streets of Southport, for instance, London children 
rubbed shoulders with those from Manchester and Liverpool. 
Only aceent divided them. 


Effect of Deputies’ Appeal 

By tar the greatest urge to unity came, strangely cnough, from 
the Appeal started by the Board of Deputies. The money for 
Jewish education had to be found, unless the Community was 
prepared to declare itself bankrupt spiritually and materially, 
and the Jewish Board of Deputies undertook the responsibility 
tor collecting it. The big towns were ready to contribute, all 
the more so when they realised that they would be partners in 
reconstituted nation-wide Education Committee. 

To the formation of this Committee the Hon. Officers and 
administrative staff devoted their energies. Their efforts were 
crowned with success when the new Joint Emergency Committee 
for Jewish Education in Great Britain met for the first time 
on Monday, July 21, 1941. At its head, as the Hon. President, 
stands the Chief Rabbi. 

This new body, which has grown out of the old Joint Emer- 
gehey Committee, is now responsible for the religious instruc- 
tion of some 40,000 Jewish children in Great Britain. It has 
already, by its contacts with central and local authorities, 
arranged for instruction in school hours—a most important 
forward step in religious education. Wherever there is a group 
of children exceeding six in number it arranges for at least one 
lesson a week. 

In centres containing also adult evacuees it co-operates with 
the Central Evacuation Committee in appointing liaison officers- 
cum-teachers, who give instruction often for four or more times 
a week. Where children are isolated in ones or twos the Joint 
Emergency Committee is prepared to rebillet them in centres 
where there are better facilities for Jewish life. For these 
_ Scattered ~ children it also issued a magazine, * Young Jewry’s 
Weekly,’ which is much appreciated by its numerous recipients. 

The Joint Emergency Conrmitiee has organised national 
broadcasts on seek occasions as Chanucah, and has co- 
operated with THe Jewish CHrRonicite in publishing festival 
supplements. It now has in hand the production of an educa- 
tional journal which is certain to attract widespread interest, 
while plans for the training of teachers, reorganisation of 
educational finances, and the co-ordination of Jewish educational 
activity throughout the country, in town as well as in reception 
arca, figure prominently in an ambitious programme of work. 


_SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Business Man and His 
Morality 


N the nineteenth chapter of Leviticus we find the great 

charter of civilised morality. It was clearly written 

at a time when Israel was living a settled life in Palestine. 
Trading was an occupation which needed special laws and 
ethical restrictions—-as it does now. 


“ Ye shall not steal, nor deal falsely, nor lie one to 
another.” 


“ Ye shall not curse the deaf, nor put a stumbling-block 
before the blind.” 
“ Ye shall do no unrighteousness in weight or in measure.”’ 
“ The wages of a hired servant shall not abide with thee 
all night until the morning.” 
Moral precepts of a universal social nature, but in particular 
applicable to commercial life—then as now. 

Jewish men of business, great and small! Your occupa- 
tion is to-day one of the keystones in the structure of 
modern society. It is highly honourable. Centuries before 
this fact was recognised in Britain, centuries before society 
was worthy of contempt because it despised the trader, 
Jewish Rabbis had taught the dignity of all work, and had 
been themselves, with all their piety and learning, carpenters 
and shoemakers, chandlers and moneychangers and black- 
smiths. Many a humble pedlar concealed beneath his 
humble cloak the mind of a scholar and the heart of a 
saint, To-day bravery and courage are not regarded as 
the privilege of the soldier; in this age enterprise, organisa- 
tion, leadership, are not the monopoly of the statesman or 
the lawyer or the doctor. In the ranks of commerce are to 
be found all these qualities—-piety and honour and the 
highest integrity too. Among its leaders and its humblest 
followers are Jewish hearts and Jewish brains that reverence 
the laws of Moses and hold service-of the community 
above mere private gain. 


UT there are also in our midst some who dishonour the 
great law-giver’s commands and care not for their own 
good name or that of their people. Thete are men who 
disregard utterly the laws of fair-dealing or mercy of 
lovingkindness, who take mean advantage of their neigh- 
bours, who lay traps for the foolish, who grind the faces 
of the poor, who sneak off with ill-gotten gains, and 
glory in swindles well- or ill-concealed. The preacher 
cannot reach them. The law in countless cases cannot touch 
them. They are impervious to ill-repute. They are 
uninfluenced by the condemnation of their people or the 
hatred of their Christian neighbours. They are sucking 
the life-blood out of Jewish life and Jewish honour. 

What does it matter that for every such Jew there are a 
hundred or a thousand non-Jews at least, if not more? 
We complain that these men are labelled Jew, while their 
neighbours are given no corresponding mark of identity. 
We are not as others. Quies custodiem custodict? Who 
is to guard the guardian, or who is to judge the judge” 
We are Jews by virtue of those very laws of humanity 
which many among us reject or ignore. We have been 
taught that we are responsible for one another, we cannot 
cast out the sinner or repudiate the blasphemer. Their 
chillul-hashem is ours. Thev belong to us, and the 
atmosphere which they poison is breathed alike by us 
all. The community that is not of Israel works out its 
own destiny in its own way. Long before Christianity, with 
all its glorious ideals and noble lives, brought a new gospel 
to men, Judaism had set before its sons an aim never since 
surpassed, a way of life no other religious system could 
approach: “ Ye are my servants whom I have chosen. 
“Ye are my witnesses.’ Our forefathers were promised 
that in reward their successors should be “a light to the 
Gentiles.” * Thou shalt be called the repairer of the 
breach.” Their leaders were to “take up the stumbling- 
block out of the way of my people.” As a recompense: 
“no weapon that is formed against thee shall prosper, and 
every. tongue that shall rise against thee thou shalt con- 
demn.” What aims! What promises! What hopes! 
What rewards! J

BUT words, so eloquent, so beautiful, so unforgettable— 

words achieve nothing if they are unheeded, even 
unknown. They merely emphasise the terrible gulf between 
the ideal and the actual, between the promise and the fulfil- 
ment. What is to be done? How are we Jews to bring to 
justice offenders who, with their anti-social wickedness, 
bring such ill-fame upon us all? How can we deal with 
so-called Jews who in their treachery are for ever placing 
new and deadly weapons in the very hands of our enemies? 
We cannot take the law into our own hands, or ourselves 
place within the reach of the law those who with their 
cunning remain outside it. There is only one way, and 
that is by the training of our children: by teaching the new 
generation the stern and unbending morality of our law- 
givers and propheis; only by creating a new spirit among 
our own teachers, by seeing that before they teach they are 
touched with a fire from off the altar. Unhappily the 
generation of evil-doers to-day is beyond hope. They are 
untouchables in the very worst sense of that word. Our 
sorely-tried and heavily-burdened community is powerless. 
It can only protest and point to the achievements of the 
true Jew in the past and the present. It cannot but share 
the approbrium for the evil-doer’s transgression, and the 
shame of his meanness and greed and deceit. 


HERE must be a new order of teachers, and so a new 
heart in the business man of to-morrow. There must 
arise a band of men—and women—who will be far more 
jealous for the name of Jew than are the best of us at 
the present day. We must and we can produce teachers 
and Rabbis who will have the power and the courage to 
teach Jewish ethics as they are hardly anywhere taught 
to-day. Their example and their enthusiasm, their know- 
ledge and their insight, must and can set new standards 
of social conduct and communal obligation to those who 
are to take our places in a war-free world. They must 
be men and women who will recognise the tremendous 
power for good or for evil of every single Jewish lad and 
Jewish girl when they go out into the world entrusted with 
nothing less than the honour of the Jew and of Judaism. 
They must and they can teach their pupils to be Gad-fearing 
and not blasphemous in deed as well as in word, to be 
modest instead of arrogant, to be upright instead of bending 
to evil whisperings and played upon by every wind of 
temptation that blows upon them, to place a good name 
before precious ointment, to put service above self. It ts 
in the hands of teachers. that ancient and holy profession, 
to-day ill-requited and ill-paid, that the Jewish future lies. 
We cannot ourselves wipe out the stain upon the Jewish 
name. But we can train teachers, and so train parents, 
to perform this most sacred task. It is the only way. It 
may soon be too late 


HOLY-DAYS IN WAR TIME 
Regulations Issued -by Chief Rabbi 


The following rules for the Holy-days have been issued 
by the Chief Rabbi to the Ministers and Hon. Officers of 
congregations : 

All war-time’ regulations must be strictly and tarthtully 

Kol Nidrei service should commence with the hour of the 
Fast (at 6.20 p.m. in London) and should be over betore the 
official black-out at 7.11 This can be done if Piyutim Bre 
omitted. The Neilah. likewise, should conclude betore the black- 
out. The Shofar at Neilah will not be sounded, as the Fast does 
not end till later. 

On the mornings of New Year the service should not be 
extended beyond 12 noon. The soundings of the Shotar are on 
no account to be curtailed. Chazonus should largely be replaced 
by plain chanting 

On the Day of Atonement all services, with the exception of 
Neilah, will be held at usual 

Immediately upon the sounding of an ai-raid warnmg during 
a service the Minister is to announce that those who wrsh to 
leave should do so quietly. and indicate the. localhty of the 
nearest shelters. A large notice-board stating the locali- 
ties Of seach shelters should, if at all possible, be placed at the 
entrance of each place of worship.

COMMUNITY’S SCANT CONCERN 
FOR YOUFH 


It is Different in America 


{From our Clubs Correspondent) 


In the National Jewish Welfare Board's (U.S.A.) annual 
report for 1940 there is a very full account of the work done 
for Jewish youth by the Jewish Center Movement. One cannot 
fail to be impressed with the portion of serious and—let it be 
emphasised—constructive attention meted out to Jewish youth 
by the American Jewish Community as a whole. 

The Board's presidential address admits its responsibility * to 
keep high the standards of lay and professional leadership, to 
give wise guidance to youth,” and goes on to tell of the develop- 
ment in the educational character of the Centre programme. 
“ An adaptation was attempted in club activity, cultural groups, 
camping, and other phases of the programme. To make the 
change in method and content more effective,” it continues, 
“it became necessary to select professional personne! 
grounded in grdup work theory and equipped with the required 
skills. Similarly, it was desirable to fecruit and train club 
leaders able to guide groups in creative programming.” 

Compare the position, as far as it goes, with the sum total 
of attention give to Anglo-Jewish youth. Even éxcluding the 
present war period (although one can still reasonably complain 
about the absence of even “ creative planning “") Anglo-Jewish 
youth has never at any time had real attention from the general 
Community's representative body. The United Synagogue has 
given some littl: sporadic assistance, the Bnai Brith has been 
helpful, but Jewish clubs and literary societies (oh, yes, in 
spite of the scoflings and the sneers from certain quarters, they 
were playing an increasingly important part just before the 
war), the backbone of Jewish youth activity in this country 
received scant recognition from the Community as a whole. The 
Jewish Youth Fund alone in this country did anything at all 
about it, and, in giving just recognition to its work, it is only 
fair to state that this body consisted in the main of a com- 
paratively small number of Jews and Jewesses to whom recogni- 
tion of the value of an Anglo-Jewish youth movement was 
nothing new. Some of their family names were connected with 
this type of philanthropy for decades. 

To return to the Center report, under the heading of “* Club 
Leadership “ we find that “ nine courses and clinics, serving 4! 
agencies and 227 leaders through 85 lecture sessions and 83 
workshop sessions, were conducted under the Jewish Welfare 


means trial work under real club conditions—after the lecture. 


courses have been taken. Under the heading “ Health 
and Camping,” the reports states that “ during 1940 the Jewish 
Welfare Board served 42 country camps conducted by Jewish 
Centers with an enrolment of 15,159; also 91 home camfs and 
play schools, with an enrolment of 14,894 ; 326 services rendered 
in programming; 35 services in health and dict. 697 
educational and holiday services, supplemented with the 
distribution of 1,919 bulletins on holidays.” Yes, | know that 
the American-Jewish Community is about 1! or 12 times greater 
than the Anglo-Jewish Community, and we cannot hope to 
approach those figures. The reason I give these details is to 
illustrate the manner in which the Jewish Welfare Board helps 
the Jewish Center Movement to help the American-Jewish 
youth sections to help themselves. 


Eeft to Help Themselves 


In the Anglo-Jewish Community (with the few isolated excep- 
tions) only the very last item of the analysis is true, “ the Jewish 
youth sections help»themselves.”” Any work that is done here 
on the lines mentioned is done by, to cite as an example, the 
best organised Jewish youth movement in England, the Associa- 
tion for Jewish Youth itself. There is little, if any, outside 
assistance. Excluding Hebrew and religious education, in this 
country | doubt if there are many more than a half-dozen paid 
workers in the Anglo-Jewish youth movement, and they have 
no time for expansion in organisation because the individual 
clubs to which they are attached demand the whole of their 
attention. 

Obviously, if the Jewish youth movement in this country ts 
to continue on its present limited capacity of self-help ut can 
never be as wide in its service to the Community as it could 
and should be. The lament on the part of the communal leaders 
that Jewish youth is “ drifting” is largely an indictment against 
themselves. The Community would do well to remember that 
one can only reasonably expect to take out of a thing that which 
one puts into it. On that basis they should expect littl from 
Anglo-Jewish youth.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Board of Education has established a scheme of State 
bursaries tenable at universities and at certain technical 
colleges by boys and girls who have reached the required 
educational standard, in order to meet the demands of the 
Services and industry for technical officers. 

The demand, says the Board, ts particularly pressing for 
men and women for radio work, for which physics ts essential, 
Others will be required for posts needing qualifications in 
engineering and chemistry. The bursaries will cover the pay- 
ment of fees and maintenance allowances calculated to meet 
the full cost of residence at the university or college at which 
the awards are held They will be offered without regard to 
parents’ circumstances. The qualifying standard will be a 
pass in physics, or in certain combina- 
ions in the Higher Certificate examinations. 
he will shortly be offered by the Board to those 
candidates who have reached the necessary standard in the 
Higher Certificate examinations held recently Applications are 
being accepted also from boys and girls who have passed the 
London Inter. B.Sc. in the appropriate subjects as the 
result of full-time study. Applications cannot as a rule 
be entertained from pupils who left schoo! before the 
end of last term and are now in employment, nor will 
students at present attending untversitics and university colleges 
be considered eligible. pe — age, is 18, unless the 
applicant has exceptional qualifications.

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ISAIAH THE PROPHET 
By AUNTIE 


INCE Tisha b’Av we have been reading 

each Sabbath a portion of the Book of 

Isaiah as the Haftara for the week. and 
[| should like to tell you something about 
his life and the times in which he lived. [ 
am afraid my Chat will, therefore, be longer 
than usual, so [ shall begin it to-day and 
finish the story next week. 

Isaiah lived in Jefusalem, the capital, and 
was evidently of noble birth and rich family, 
lor he moved in the highest circles and 
enjoyed the personal friendship of the King 
Uzziah. He and his friend, the Crown Prince 
Jotham, were among those often present at the 
Grand Council, or meetings of the €abinet. 
This was a great honour for such a young man, 
and as his Knowledge of history and diplo- 
macy was very great, the Council always 
listened to his opinions with great attention. 
It was recognised that he was destined to be 
famed far and wide as a talented politician. 
His experience in,Court matters helped to give 
him a wide knowledge of men, and also his 
ready wit and clever humour made him most 
popular with the Younger Set. 


SToRM AND Sreess 


Isaiah lived in a time when:the Kingdom of 
Isracl was shaken to its very foundations. by 
the political struggles goine on in surrounding 
States. As empire after empire grew and 
expanded, each one seemed but a bubble that 
burst by its struggle, and, as usual, Palestine 
was the “ Buffer State.” the battleground for 
other countries. It really was a most difficult 
and perilous time for anyone to guide a nation, 
but Isaiah, the politician, was also an inspired 
prophet, and by his training he was a reliable 
statesman and a practical man. He could not 
only counsel the King about high matters of 
State, but he could also give advice to the poor 
and needy, who came to him as to a port in a 
storm, 

Isaiah tells us in one of his charming literary 
works how he first received a message from 
God. When his friend King Uzziah died, 
Isaiah, as one of the leading men, walked first 
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in the procession with the heir to the throne, 
Jotham, but somehow, on the return journey, 
he became separated from the other people in 
the cortege.» He says he felt himself being 
drawn tresistibly towards the Temple, near the 
Holy of Holies, and that as in a dream he saw 
the Almighty seated on a great and lofty 
throne, with angels on each side of Him and 
some flying around. One group of angels 
called to the others, “ Holy, holy, holy is the 
Lord of Hosts, the whole earth is full of His 
glory.” and then the voice of God was heard 
asking, “ Whom shall | send: and who will go 
for Us?” 

Then Isaiah in his dream answered, “ Here 
am |, send me.’ When he awoke from -his 
trance he remembered ut all and thereupon 
resolved to help those who were. in need of 
advice, the poor and humble folk that the 
aftermath of war had left tn distress. 


Isatan’s) Task 


Prince Jotham had now succeeded to the 
throne, but the I[rendship between the two 
young men since Isaiah's vision: had rather 
cooled off. The young king did not work in 
co-operation with tsaiah, although he knew that 
the judges were often open t6 bribery and that 
the poor did not get a fair hearing at the 
tribunal. Thus it was that Isaiah made up his 
mind to work without: the aid of the King. 
When pilgrims and travellers came from distant 
countries and related their stories to the open- 
mouthed listeners, Isaiah would offer to recite 
to them one of -his poems, which always had 
a meaning for that time. 

One day, while everyone had gathered round 
to listen to Isaiah's inspired speech and 
prophecies, a group of men came up. As Isaiah 
finished and the people had a moment to relax, 
someone whispered, “ Look, the King!” King 
Jotham and his courtiers did not like Isaiah's 
prophecies and told the people his words would 
not come true, but Isaiah, fearless as ever, 
denounced the King before the assembly, for 
to his mind the good of his country came first. 

Unfortunately for Israel, whilst the adjoining 
countries, Assyria and Syria, were at war, 
Jotham, still a young man, died suddenly, and 
his son Ahaz, inexperienced and wilful 
7s of 20, succeeded to the throne of Israel.

LINKS WITH THE PAST 


May I be permitted to correct an error in the obituary notice 
of my late mother, Mrs. Julia Myers, and add ‘some points, 
which, I believe, will be of interest. She was born in London 
(not Liverpool) on March 24, 1850, going to Liverpool as a 
young girl on the death of her parents to reside with a married 
sister, Mrs. Barnard Levy. She went to Edinburgh in November, 
1872, on her marriage to my late father, Joseph Myers, of that 
city. Her parents were Jacob and Rachel Ansel! (née Isaacs), 
and she was the last of a family of 11 sons and daughters. It 
may be of interest to state that my mother was directly 
descended from a Dr. Raphael, a professor of music (said to 
have been Spanish), who came to England in the reign of King 
Charles U.. and who was her ereat-great-great-grandtather, and 
she may further be said to have had the somewhat rare 
distinction of having two grceat-great-grandmothers her 
maternal and paternal sides respectively who cach lived to the 
age of 10S years. One was Eve Raphael, daughter of the above- 
named Dr. Raphael, who was born in London in 1689 and died 
in Oxford on December 28, 1794, whose first husband was the 
Rev. Isachar Barnett, my great-great-great-grandfather, and the 
other was Mrs. Sarah Lyon (or Lyons) (née Levy or Abrahams, 
I am not sure which), who came from Holland and was born 
in 1703, dying in St. Peter's Parish, Ipswich, fn 1808. An oil 
painting of Eve Raphael has, unfortunately, been lost, but there 
is im existence an oil painting of Sarah Lyon (or Lyons) by 
John Constable, executed in about 1804 when she was 101 years

THE HOUSE OF ROTHSCHILD 


With the approach of the New Year I am reminded of one 
of the oldest Rothschild charities, the “ Fretherrliich Amschel 
Maver Rothschild’sche Stiftung fuer arme Israecliten”’ (Baron 
Amschel Mayer Rothschild Institution for Poor Jews), of 
Frankfort. Twice yearly, before Passover and New Year, blue 


forms were sent out to all Synagogue authorities in the neigh- — 


bourhood of Frankfort. After briefly stating the objects of the 
instttution, the wording on the forms continued: “ We would 
ask you, in accordance with the directions of the will of the 
late Baron Rothschild, to inscribe the names of all married 
couples in your congregation who are in genuine need and 
deserve help.” I have one of these forms in my possession. 
Dated August 1!, 1862, it carries the names of four familiés 
and the signature of the administrator of the fund. The moncy 
used to be sent direct to the needy families by miail.—S.

PROVOCATIVE WILLS 

The opportunity to cut an individual out of a will from which 
he or she ought, in justice, to benefit, is an anomaly which 
ought to have been swept away long ago. No discrimination 


ought to be made where sons and daughters are concerned. ° 


All members of the family ought to share cqually. That a 
son or a daughter should be deprived from bencfit under a 
will because he or she has contracted a marriage against parental 
wishes is outside the domain of reason. This is a matier which, 
I think, has received too littl attention on the part of the 
Community. .1 maintain that no will ought to be considered 
valid which penalises a child for marrying against the wishes 
of its parents. I am no advocate of intermarriage. But I am 
strongly opposed to depriving a child of his or her rightful heri- 
tage because of a marriage disliked by the parents. The first Lord 
Swaythling objected to his daughter—the Hon. Lily Montagu— 
participating in the Liberal Jewish Movement. He punished her 
for doing so by depriving her of a part of her rightful heritage. 
Lord Swaythling was a Liberal in politics, but he was not liberal- 
minded enough to judge the religious conduct of his daughter 
in a liberal manner. This was a glaring defect in a most 
estimable character. I think that Lord Swaythling was un- 
reasonable in his objections. Then there was the case of Solly 
Jocl’s attempt to blot his daughter out of his memory. I believe 
that father and daughter became reconciled in the end. No 
good is done the Community by the making of provocative 
wills. Is it impossible to hope that Jewish parents will abandon 
this practice of dictating to their children from ‘the grave?—

Apparently alarmed 
by the terrific A.A. barrage, ut slithered off 
and fell to its death three storeys below. 
The sharp plop of its fall sounded like a 
revolver shot, alarming neighbours more 
than the crashing defences did. 


SINCEREST FORM OF FLATTERY

the two-job woman. The war has 
inwaded the home and is exhorting, with an 
appeal rising to a crescendo, the woman 
inside her “ castle” to come out and lend 
a hand in the common effort to overthrow 
the enemy. 

Paralle| with this demand on her extra- 
domestic activiti¢és, the woman of to-day has 
increasing difficulties to overcome within the 
home itself. Food problems have made her 
cooking and her catering one 
hundred per cent. more compli- 
cated. The frequent taunt of 
“living out of a tin” can no 
longer be justified, even if a busy 
woman wished to effect economy 
of time in the. preparation of 
meals. 


Energetic Women 


There has been for many years 
a percentage of energetic women 
who have combined the business 
of being a wife and mother with 
that of making a career for them- 


selves. Those who have suc 
ceeded notably in both spheres 
were exceptional beings whose 


capacity for just that additional 
spot of extra work constituted a 
real claim to the possession of 
genius. For many obvious reasons 
the careers most often followed 
by such women were of a literary 
type, since it is possible though 
very difficult (as any man would 
speedily discover) to run a home 
and do a certain amount of 
writing. Women who have 
chosen the stage as a career 
have frankly abandoned their 
domestic tics and have claimed 
and obtained from the world the 
same kind of freedom this 
regard as is enjoyed by men. 

But quite apart from making 
a specific career for themselves, 
there are many women who 
are imbued with a strong sense 
ot responsibility to the com- 
munity of which they are part, and who there- 
fore eagerly undertake voluntary work, which 
they mehtly regard as incumbent upon them 
to perform, just as if tt. were a source of 
monetary remuneration to them. They, too, 
must work on a double front, but, unlike 
their male counterparts, they seldom get allow- 
ances made for them so far as their homes 
are concerned. The local councillor who under- 
takes, in addition to his own business or pro- 
fession, the work of administration of his own 
district regards as undisputed his complete 
frecdom from domestic ties. Yet his feminine 
co-worker devotes herself with equal zeal to 
local government, carries on her profession if 
she has one, and in addition must somchow 
manage to sandwich in a proportion of house- 
hold chores. 

What of the domestic reaction to the woman

who works outside the home, either voluntarily 
or as a paid worker? We have literary 
affirmation for the fact that Mrs. Jellaby's 
children were neglected, what time she devoted 
herself to a campaign for providing pocket- 
handkerchiefs for negro children in Africa. 
There is an accusation nearer home that 
magy women who have devoted themselves to 
Zionism may have given their children an 
impression of like neglect (even if it were 
nothing more than an impression), because 
there are a number of cases of the children 
of such ardent Zionist workers who have grown

up not only indiflerent but sometimes 
hostile to the movement. 

We must face squarely this question of the 
woman who, one might phrase it, leads a dual 
existence, and discover whether some arrange- 
ment cannot be made whereby the present 
compromise, which is often unsatisfactory, 
can be improved upon. The nervous strain of 
the present arrangement .on the woman who 
attempts conscientiously to fulfil all her obli- 
gations is such that tt cannot but wear her 
out uselessly and prodigally. tt is often 
the finest type of woman from both a 
domestic and an external point of view who 
suffers most from the strain put upon her. 
When she puts on her hat and sallies forth 
she should be, as is her fellow-worker who 
happens io be a man, free from cares that 
relate to matters other than her present busi-

ness. When she returns home it should be to 
rest and recuperate, and not to go swiftly from 
one set of harassing duties to yet another. 

The community cannot spare the counsel and 
efforts of women whose work in administration 
and organisation becomes increasingly im- 
portamt. Equally the home cannot spare its 
administrative head, with her manifold duties, 
her wide range of accomplishments, and her 
spiritual and moral influence on the family. 
One of the most important reforms necessary 
is the acceptance by men of the fact that home- 
making is a specific job, calling forth energy 
and ability from these who undertake it. 

Then there should be a better understanding 
of the physical differences between men and 
women and. better physiological knowledge 
with regard to the relative dges of men and 
women workers. Many women in early adult 
life lack ‘energy and staying power, but later 
they acquire these qualities. Yet the labour 
market operates for them precisely as it docs 
in the case of men, whose maximum vigour 
develops at the age when women are in need 
of the sheltered existence that the home should 
provide. Nurses, for example, aré expected to 
train. as probationers at that time of their 
lives when they are- physically least able to 
siand up to the strain of hospital life. 


Wrong Age-Registration 
if this important fact were acknowledged 
and acted upon, women who wanted to become 
nurses, at least 4f the training were to contmue 
on the same lines, would enter the profession 


-in their late thirties, possibly after they had 


reared a young family, and thereby had fitted 
themselves far better for such a career. We 
have seen in the present war how obtuse the 
authorities are in these matters by their 
ordaining the registration of women at the 
same age as that of men. Not the ninctecen- 
vear-old women, but the 39-year-old should 
be those to whom the first call for national 
service should be made. Uf this readjusiment 
could be agreed upon, many women whose 
families are now grown-up and who are there- 
fore free from the most imsistent of domestic 
tices——the care of young children—would be 
doing work of national importance to-day. As 
it is, most employers of female labour, includ- 
ing the Government, work on the principle of 
the producers of revue choruses, and only the 
guite young are considered eligible for jobs. 

The age readjussment would not solve the 
whole problem of the two-job woman, but i 
would go some considerable distance towards 
scitling it. Further, it would remove trom 
many an adolescent boy and girl the fettering 
and oppressive ties of a parental control that 
has outgrown its usefulness and has become a 
check to normal human progress and develop- 
ment.

PUDDINGS WITH APPLES 
Apple Crisp 


For this you require dried breadcrumbs, so 
save all your crusts and odd pieces, dry in the 
oven and run through a mincing machine, Put 
a thick layer of dried crumbs in the bottom 
of a greased fireproof dish, then half fill with 
apples that have been stewed with very little 
water and sweetened to taste, cover with 
another layer of crumbs and repeat apples and 
crumbs, sprinkle a littl sugar over the top 
layer of crumbs and dot with some tiny bits of 
margarine. Bake in a moderate oven till hot 
through and the top well browned—about 30 
to 40 minutes.

Rice, 2 0z.; apples 1} Ibs.; sugar, 3 or 4 07.; 
| dried egg: water: vanilla. 

Bou. rice in about | pt. water till it is tender 
and liquid absorbed. Peel and core apples aad 
stew till tender with only just sufficient wate: 
to prevent burning. When soft beat up to a 
pulp, mix with the rice, add sugar and prepared 
egg. and a teaspoonful vanilla. Turn inio a 
greased dish and bake in a moderate oven for 
about 20 minutes. 


Apple Tart 


Roit out some short crust till quite thin, 
cover half with a good layer of thinly sliced 
apples, sprinkle with sugar, a tablespoonful 
of breadcrumbs, a few currants or sultanas, 
and a pinch of cinnamon. Damp edges, fold 
over other half of pastry, press edges neatls 
together and bake for about 4 hour, first in 
a hot oven till the pastry is well risen, thea 
lower heat to finish cooking ghe apples.

Helping Homeless at Rest Centres 
[COMMUNICATED] 


For SO years the Grocery Relief Fund has, during the winter 
months, made weekly distributions of, and sent parcels of, 
groceries to needy Jewish families. The outbreak of war made 
distribution difficult. Yet mm the first year of hostilities nearly 
5.000 families were helped. 

More recently, difficulties due to rationing, supplies and 
packing, as well as the undesirability of queueing, set the Com- 
mittee new problems. _ They realised that assistance would be 
required by those rendered homeless through air raids, apart 
from those who had been regularly relieved by the Fund, and, 
after careful consideration, they decided that the Welfare Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue would be the most appropriate 
channel through which the funds at their disposal could be 
distributed. 

Ihe Welfare Committee is co-operating with the London 
County Council and other authorities to help those rendered 
homeless through enemy action, and has opened Jewish rest 
and feeding centres in London. The Committce of the Fund 
has made a grant to the Welfare Committee of the United 
Synagogue, earmarked primarily for Jewish rest and feeding

East End shelterers had been 
taken to the West End shelters, where they were very greatly 
appreciated. In this connection Mrs. Bentwich urged the need 
for teachers, demonstrators, and group leaders to come forward 
tor the coming shelter season. There was, she declared also, 
a very notable opportunity for Jewish teachers of religion and 
of Hebrew to organise classes on lines similar to those already 
established by the clergy of other denominations, She con- 
sidered that the Synagogue authorities would do well not to 
miss this chance of spreading the knowledge 6f Jewish history 
and religion, and she assured them of a ready and welcome 
audience among the shelterers.

South African Breweries 


RECORD TRADE AND PROFIT IN JUBILEE YEAR 


The 46th ordinary general meeting of the South African 
Breweries, Ltd.. was held on August 27 in London 

Colonel the Rt. Hon. Sir A. Griffith-Boscawen, P.C., J.P., the 
Chairman of the Company, presided. 

The Chairman's review of the Company's operations, which 
was circulated with the report and accounts and was taken as 
read, stated, inter alia: 

This year is the Jubilee of our business. The’ first report was 
issued in 1891. The Company was then known as the Natal 
Brewery Syndicate. In its first year to June 30, 1892, u paid a 
dividend of 12 per cent. 

The name of the Company was changed to South Afmean 
United Breweries in 1893, after the establishment of our brewery 
in Johannesburg. In 1895 there was a further change, with a 
large increase of capital, and the present South African 
Breweries Company came into being. 

From the first dividend of 12 per cent. in 1892 the Company 
has had an unbroken dividend record. This year we are pro- 
posing to pay 17} per cent. for the year, free of tax, on Our 
ordinary shares. Some of you, no doubt, may have been dis- 
appointed that the final dividend has been reduced by 2} per 
cent. as compared with last year—from 15 to 124 per cent 
But in view of the fact that the dividend on the ordinary shares 
is paid tax free I do not think that much fault can be found 
with a dividend of 171 per cent. free of tax. 

THE RESERVE POSITION 

The Company has free reserves totalling £1,000,000, which, 
you will no doubt agree, adds very considerably to the already 
strong position of the Company. There 1s also a new reserve 
called Deferred Maintenance Reserve of £100,000. It has been 
considered advisable by your directors to. create this new reserve 
of £100,000 for Deferred Maintenance of Property, Buiidings, 
and Plant, etc.. in view of the present dithculty of carrying out 
complete repairs and maintenance under existing war conditions, 
and the severe strain imposed on all our machinery and plant 
by the very large output, to which I am referring later 

Cash and investments, togcther £681,157, show a satrstactory 
increase of £222,845. Qur cash and readily available resources 
have increased considerably, and members will no doubt realise 
that it is essential to keep substantial sums available to mect 
increased demands for taxation, already reterred to. 

Turning to the profit and loss account, the balance carried to 
net revenue account shows an excellent increase of £197,538 
Unfortunately, against this in the net revenue account has to be 
set an increased charge of £230,000 in respect of reserve tor 
taxation, and this is the reason why tt has been necessary to 
reduce the dividend on the ordinary shares by 24 per cent 
We have a record profit in South Africa resulting from a record 
trade. We have brewed and sold more beer than ever before 
This is to some extent due to military trade, since we supply 
South African troops not only when they are mm South Africa 
itself. but also when they go north to the seat of war. We also 
do a considerable trade with convoys of troops which call at 
Cape Town and other ports. Apart from this, however, trade 
in South Africa generally is good, and our ordinary. civihan 
business continues on the upward grade. The shareholders, un- 
fortunately, get no benefit from these increased profits owing 
to the operation of the 100 per cent. Excess Profits Tax. We 
must console ourselves with the reflection of the large contribu- 
tion we are making to the cost of the war, and we may feel 
justly proud of the deeds of South African soldiers and airmen, 
among whom are many of our staff, in Kenya, Eritrea, 
Abyssinia, and wherever they have fought. 


THE BOTTLE FACTORY 


Referring to the Bottle Factory, in which we are so largely 
interested as some of you may know, during the Great War 
1914-1919. bottles were almost unobtainable in South Africa. 
Hence the birth of the bottle factory in 1919. We started this 


factory in order that our breweries should never again be short . 


of bottles in any circumstances. We are now not only turn- 
ing out from.our factory a plentiful supply of brewery bottles, 
bit are also supplying the wine, minefal water, and milk trades 
with bottles. as well as chemists and- other businesses requiring 
glass containers. 

When one considerers the difliculties of shipping with which 
we are now faced, one can well understand of what importance 
this industry has become to South Africa to-day. 

Before concluding these remarks [I am sure you would like 
me to send your good wishes for the success and welfare of all 
our employees who have volunteered for service with the Forces 
and for their safe return. The remaining staff also deserve our 
warmest thanks for their loyal and successful efforts. The stafl 
in South Africa have done magnificently in handling a largely 
increased business with depleted numbers, and I am sure that 
you will all appreciate their efforts. In particular, I Would 
mention the services of ou? General Manager, Mr. Fitz-Gerald, 
and our Head Brewer, Mr. MacKenzie. Our London staff have 
been evacuated to the country, where they have settled down, 
I think, very happily, and our thanks are due to them all, and 
in particular to Mr. Lance, our Secretary,

The 28th ordinary mecting of The Standard Bankeof South 
Africa, Limited, was held on August 27 in London 

Ihe following is an extract from the address by the Chaiz- 
man, the Rt.

Ihe balance-sheet as at the 31st March last. shows the 
record total of nearly £107,000,000 On the habilities side.

From that 
date the right to issue notes in Southern Rhodesia was vested 
in the Currency Board ‘alone, although notes issued by the 
Commercial Banks remain legal tender for two yearé. there- 
aiter, It may be mentioned that during the period under 
review Nyasaland joined the Southern Rhodesia Currency Board 

Deposit, current; and other accounts show a further large 
rise Of £17,000,000, principally in the funds held on current 
account. The major portion of the in¢rease is due to the 
volume of money put into circulation by the Union Government 
on account Of expenditure tor war purposes 

On the assets side, cash in hand and at call and short notice 
shows an increase of £13,000,000 and. investments are higher 
by £7,000,000 Bill, discounted and advances to customers 
show a decline of £3,000,000, which may be attributed mainly 
to the abundance of fuads in South Africa consequent on the 
disbursement of large sums by the Union Government for 
supplies required for their war effort and by the British Govern- 
ment in the purchase of the South African 1940/41 wool clip

BROADENING OF SOUTH AFRICAN TRADI 

Posttiive indications of the broadening of trade and industry 
are to be tound inthe figures of imports and exports for the 
year 1940. As compared with the figures tor the previous year 
the value of imports rose by nearly £14,000,000 (15 per cent.), 
and the value of exports, excluding gold and wool, were higher 
by £7,000,000 (27 per cent.).. While this increase was due to 
some extent to the advance in prices, tt ts the fact that more 
was due to an advance m volume. While tt would be unwise 
to attempt to forecast the future, | may say that very careful 
attention is being directed towards the maintenance of the 
financial stability of the Union and the prospect of its ability 
to carry the burdens imposed by the continuation of the war 
may be viewed with steady confidence. 

In Southern Rhodesia. the year under review. which marked 
the Golden Jubilee of the Colony, witnessed an appreciable 
improvement in many important sections of business. The 
maintenance of economic activity is still founded upon the 
gold mining industry, but the base metals and tobacco indus- 
tries have imecreased in importance owing to wartime demaads. 
In Northern Rhodesia the production of copper, which con- 
tinues to be the most important factor, has expanded consider- 
ably. It may be assumed that further progress will be made in 
the current year. In Nyasaland general business conditions 
improved as the result of the satisfactory clearance of the 
tobacco and tea crops. In South West Africa business condi- 
tions on the whole were fairly favourable. 

As regards the East African Territories, Kenya Colony 
received a considerable stimulus from the presence of the army 
massed within its borders. Ibn the other Territones the benefit 
was less marked. Notwithstanding shipping difficulties exports 
were well maintained. The ability of the various countries

MUSIC 
UNUSUAL WORK OF BRAHMS 


The last week of the Promenade Concerts brought one work 
which is rarely enough played to deserve special mention. On 
Tuesday Brahms’s “ Alto Rhapsody” was a delight to hear 
again, for its unusual, sombre coloration expresses an aspect of 
Brahms’s art which is not so popular, and therefore not so 
widely known. It made an effective contrast to Beethoven's 
“ Choral Symphony,” which was also performed in its entirety. 

I once more place on record my purely personal view that 
the choral part of this noble symphony is largely rubbish, an 
ecstasy of Vulgaration, which was im perfect keeping with 
certain coarsely vulgar prospects of the beginning of the 19th 
century. but which to-day is grotesquely out of place.
